Altho u gh critical o f the sta­ 
tio n in g So v iet tro o p s o n the 
Chin ese bo rders, Cho u said Chi­ 
n a’s basic p o licy was to n ego ti­ 
ate with Mo sco w. 
“ There are o n e millio n (So v i­ 
et) tro o p s o n o u r bo rders — 
arm y , air fo rce, n av al u n its in 
the co astal a re a s, n u clear 
weap o n s an d gu ided m issiles,” 
Cho u said. “ They hav e sen t 
3 00,000 tro o p s in to the Peo p les 
Rep u blic o f Mo n go lia, in clu din g 
missile u n its. The Mo n go lian 
go v ern men t did n o t behav e lik e 


the Czechs, so what is the 
p u rp o se? It o bv io u sly is again st 
Chin a, to create a state o f 
ten sio n alo n g o u r bo rders.

Ge ne ra l Re lie f Work Proje c t Outline d 


Marin County supervisors 
yesterday approved the ground 
rules for a general relief work 
project, which will require able- 
bodied recipients of general re­ 
lief to show up for work or get 
off public aid. 


As a starter, the work project 
will be able to hire only five to 
10 persons, but county supervi­ 
sors asked County Administra­ 
tor John F. Barrows to look 
around for other work pro­ 
grams such as cleaning up wa­ 
ter district trails or parks. 
Assist. County Administrator 
Thomas F. Campanella report 
ed that the only county depart 


ment where work crews can be 
handled is in the parks and 
recreation department. Be­ 
tween five and 10 men can be 
provided shovels, picks and 
wheelbarrows and engaged in 
cleanup and maintenance of 
county grounds and landscap­ 
ing. 


The supervisors appropriated 
$600 to buy the necessary hand 
tools to be used in the program. 
Under the ground rules ap­ 
proved, each person who re­ 
ceives general relief and is 
able-bodied must show up for 
county work four days each 
week. County general relief will 


be terminated if the recipient 
fails to show up without good 
cause. 
Campanella explained that 
the able-bodied recipients will 
get general relief in exchange 
for showing up for county work 
and doing what work is as­ 
signed. There will be no pay for 
the work itself. 


Since there will not be enough 
jobs for all general relief recipi­ 
ents, inequities could arise in 
the number of hours or days 
worked by the various recipi­ 
ents, Campanella explained. 
“ Is there any way we can 
farm out the workers to the 


Marin Municipal Water Dis­ 
trict?” asked chairman Louis 
H. Baar. “They’ve got miles of 
trails that need cleaning up.” 
Deputy County Counsel 
Thomas H. Hendricks said he 
believes Marin will run into 
legal difficulties if it began 
farming out general relief 
workers to perform duties out­ 
side of county property. 


“ Can't we enter into a joint 
powers agreement with the wa­ 
ter district?” asked Baar. 
Campanella said the water 
district is reluctant because of 
the problem of providing super­ 
vision for such workers. 


Why can’t park caretakers at 
McNears Beach o r Paradise 
Park Beach take a few o f these 
wo rkers in to wn and put them 
to wo rk, Jo hn F. Mclnnis want­ 
ed to kno w. 
The unio ns will insist o n giv ­ 
ing caretakers superv iso ry pay 
as so o n as men are assigned 
under them, said Campanella. 
“In fact the Marin Co unty Em­ 
plo y ees Asso ciatio n to ld me al­ 
ready they will ask fo r such 
superv iso ry pay .” 
“ Get that in writing and I’ll 
hav e it headlined in the I-J,” 
snapped Mclnnis. He said the 
unio ns sho uld co o perate in the 


co unty ’s effo rt to reduce the 
co st o f general relief. 
“ Right o n!” applauded Baar. 
The superv iso rs asked Hend­ 
ricks and Campanella to study 
all means o f ex panding the 
general relief wo rk pro gram 
and co me back with mo re rec­ 
o mmendatio ns.

Frank Lanterman, R-La Cana­ 
da, an o ppo nent. 
Oppo nents co ntended ho mo ­ 
sex uality is immo ral and cited 
the Bible to make their po int. 
Backers said it was time to get 
go v ernment o ut o f the bedro o m. 


The v o te o n the bill was 2 9 -3 8 . 
Fo rty -o ne v o tes were required 
fo r passage. Assembly man Wil­ 
liam T. Bagley , R-San Rafael 
cast a y es v o te. 
“ I do ubt there are many peo ­ 
ple in this so ciety who hav e no t 
at o ne tim e engaged in so me 
sex ual co nduct that is illegal,” 
said the autho r, Assembly man 
W illie L. Bro wn J r., D-San 
Francisco . 
“ But may be so ciety has no t 
caught up with the lev el o f 
intelligence that is required fo r 
this m easure.” 
A ssem bly m an E. R ichard 
Barnes, R-San Diego , a fanner 
Nav y chaplain, read fro m a 
large go ld-embo ssed Bible and 
cited Lev iticus, 18 th chapter, 
2 2 nd v erse: “ Tho u shalt no t lie 
with a man as with a wo man. It 
is an abo minjtio n.” 
But Assembly man Jo hn T. 
Kno x , D-Richmo nd, said "the 
Bible can be used fo r a lo t o f 
purpo ses.” 
He said laws against ho mo ­ 
sex uality “ are no t enfo rceable 
no w and were no t enfo rceable 
in the times o f the writings o f 


Timo thy , Lev iticus, St. Paul.” 
“ Gay Po wer” leaders jo ur­ 
ney ed to the state Capito l to 
lo bby the measure prio r to the 
flo o r debate. 
“ The Bible say s these peo ple 
sho uld be sto ned to death. I 
do n’t think any o f us wo uld go 
fo r that,” said Assembly man 
Jo hn L. Burto n, D-San Francis­ 
co , who no ted many ho mo sex ­ 
uals liv e in his district. 
“ These are peo ple who get up 
in the mo rning, they breath air, 
they eat fo o d, they pay tax es. 
T hey participate in so ciety . 
They aren’t criminals. They ’re 
peo ple.” 
A sse m b ly m a n R o b ert H. 
B urke, R-H untingto n B each, 
said “ I’m mighty ashamed o f 
this bo dy to day . We’re say ing, 
’Let’s elev ate o urselv es abo v e 
Go d.’” 
He added “ ho m o sex uality 
d o esn ’t serv e any purpo se 
whatso ev er. It can be prev ent­ 
ed.” 


“ A go v ernment that has to 
liv e in peo ple’s bedro o ms can’t 
be defended and can’t be justi­ 
fied,” said Assembly man Jo hn 
V a s c o n c e llo s , D -S an J o s e . 
“ These are questio ns fo r the 
indiv idual and the church, no t 
fo r the state. 
“ May be it’s time the go v ern­ 
ment go t o ut o f peo ple’s perso n­ 
al sex liv es.” 
Assembly man Mike Cullen, 
D-Lo ng Beach, said “ 2 5 per 
cent o f the po lice in Lo ng Beach 
are engaged in lo o king thro ugh 
peepho les.” 


An o ppo nent, Assembly m an 
Newto n R. Russell, R-Tujunga, 
read fro m the Bible and said 
So do m and Go mo rrah “ were 
d estro y ed b ecau se o f their 
wickedness.” 
But Bro wn answered that the 
Bible also say s wo men shall no t 
wear red dresses. 
Bro wn said his bill wo uld no t 
affect laws against pro stitutio n.

The county will continue to receiv e property tax rev enue 
ev en if annexation tak es place. Its income here is based on this 
year’s county tax rate of $2.8 9 per $100 assessed v aluation. 
Tiburon will receiv e property tax income, if annexation tak es 
place. Using this year’s city tax rate of 73.5 cents, Tiburon would 
receiv e the abov e income from the v arious communities in­ 
v olv ed. 


Residents of Strawberry Pen­ 
insula will v ote Oct. 19 on 
whether to annex its 1,006 acres 
to the City of Tiburon or remain 
part of unincorporated Marin. 
Separate elections will be 
held in the two areas east of 
Highway 101. The 268 acres 
north of Tiburon Boulev ard, 
made up of Bel Air, Eagle Rock 
and Bayv iew Heights, are 
called Area I on the ballot. The 
738 acres south of Tiburon Bou­ 
lev ard, including Strawberry, 
are called Area II. 
A majority v ote is required to 
annex either to Tiburon. About 
1,400 persons liv e in Bel Air- 
Eagle Rock -Bayv iew Heights 
and 2,8 00 liv e in Strawberry. 


If annexed, residents would 
pay higher property taxes. On a 
$40,000 home, for example, the 
increase would amount to $42 in 
Strawberry and $65 in the other 
areas. (See chart I) 
Tiburon would gain about 
$229,000 in income after deduct­ 
ing from new rev enue the cost 
of serv ice to the annexed areas. 


M arin County would lose 
about $28 3,000 in nonproperty 
tax rev enue though it would 
continue to receiv e property tax 
income which is expected to 
total nearly $48 2,000 this year 
based on the current county tax 
rate of $2.8 9 per $100 assessed 
v aluation. 
(Figures were furnished by 
the Marin County auditor’s of­ 
fice, the county assessor’s of­ 
fice and the State Board of 
Equalization.) 


If annexation is approv ed in 
both areas, Tiburon’s gross in­ 
come will rise $404,921 annually 
as the result of an additional 
$122,400 in property taxes (See 
Chart II) and $28 2,521 in nonpro­ 
perty taxes (See Chart III), 
such as sales tax, motor v ehicle 
in-lieu fees, gasoline and ciga­ 
rette tax and liquor license 
fees. 
Against that gain would hav e 
to be charged the cost of prov ­ 
iding serv ices to the two areas, 
a cost estimated by City Mgr. 
Bert A. Balmer at $176,000, 
leav ing a net gain of $228 ,921. 


Police protection is the larg­ 
est charge at a cost of about 
$75.000 a year, Balmer said. 
Tiburon now is serv ed under 
contract with the sheriff’s de­ 
partment, but is organizing its 
own force which will begin op­ 
eration July 1. 
Although residents of the two 
areas last year were promised 
a police substation if annexa­ 
tion was approv ed, a recent 
study of the proposed police 
departm ent and subsequent 
recom m endations by Balm er 
hav e excluded the substation. 
No decision has been made yet 
by the city council. 
Other costs and estimates by 
Balmer are public work s, $35,- 
000; street and drainage im­ 
prov ements, $40,000; planning 
staff, $12,000; park s and recrea­ 
tion, $5,000, and building inspec­ 
tor, $9,000. 
Marin County would continue 
to collect $48 1,948 (See Chart II)

in property taxes, but it would 
lose the $28 2,521 in nonproperty 
taxes which would go to Tib­ 
uron if annexation is approv ed 
in both areas. 
Though exact comparison is 
impossible, if the cost of serv ­ 
ices to the areas inv olv ed is 
about the same for the county 
as for the city, estimated at 
$176,000 by Balmer, then the net 
loss in rev enue to the county 
would be $106,520. 
The Strawberry area includes 
the Town and Country Village 
Shopping Center and, although 
exact sales tax figures are diffi­ 
cult to compute, the State 
Board of Equalization esti­ 
mates about $8 8 ,000 comes from 
the center itself. 


A large hunk of the peninsula, 
the 126-acre Golden Gate Bap­ 
tist Theological Seminary, is 
exempt from taxation because 
it is an educational institution. 
Based on Tiburon’s current 
tax rate of 73.5 cents per $100 
assessed v aluation, homeown­ 
ers property taxes wculd rise 


(See Chart I) $42 or $65 annually 
if annexation is approv ed. The 
areas would not go on the city 
tax rolls until July 1 and resi­ 
dents would not pay property 
taxes to Tiburon until Decem­ 
ber, 1972. 
Residents pay taxes to more 
than a dozen special assess­ 
ment districts, such as school, 
fire, sanitary, recreation. Of 
these, only one assessment can 
be eliminated by annexing to 
Tiburon: the county highway 
lighting district with a tax rate 
of 8 .5 cents per $100 assessed 
v aluation. There also is a possi­ 
bility that the Flood Control 
Zone III assessment, which af­ 
fects only the Strawberry area, 
could be eliminted through an­ 
nexation. It is 23.5 cents per 
$100 assessed v aluation.

The bill was rev ised to tilt 
mo re heav ily to ward indiv idual 
tax pay ers, by the Ho use Way s 
and Means Co mmittee fro m the 
fo rm o riginally pro po sed by 
N ix o n. The ad m in istratio n 


bo ught the changes and Ho use 
members appro v ed the meas­ 
ure witho ut further change. 
It calls fo r an increase effec­ 
tiv e this tax pay ing y ear o f $25 
per perso n, to $67 5, in the per­ 
so nal ex emptio n fo r indiv iduals 
o n their tax returns. This wo uld 
go up to $7 50 a perso n nex t 
y ear. 
The standard deductio n fo r 
tho se no t itemizing deductio ns 
also wo uld go up to 13 per cent 
effectiv e this y ear, to a max i­ 
mum o f $1 ,5 00, co mpared to 1 0 
per cent last y ear. This wo uld 
rise to 20 per cent, to a max i­ 
mum o f $2 ,000 nex t y ear. The 7 
per cent auto ex cise tax also 
wo uld be wiped o ut immediate­ 
ly . 
Fo r business, the big item is 
a 7 per cent tax credit fo r 
equipment purchases retro ac­ 
tiv e to last April 1.

A Spanish Draft

MADRID (UPD—A military 
commission T uesday approved a 
draft law proposed by the gov­ 
ernment to the Spanish Cortes 
(parliament) which would drasti­ 
cally increase penalties for 
bombings and other such revolu­ 
tionary violence. 


T he bill, drawn up following 
the court-martial in Burgos of 16 
Basque separatists in Decem­ 
ber, will need the approval of the 
Cortes before becoming law. 


T he draft law provides only 
two penalties for terrorism, 
causing death, mutilation or 
serious injury—30-years impris­ 
onment or death.

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Eligibility For 
Housing Eased 


The Marin Ct unty Housing 
Authority board last night in­ 
creased the amount of income 
that applicants, may have and 
still remain eU^ble for low rent 
public housing and for the 
Leased Housing Program. 


The action came at a special 
meeting at the Casa Nova hous­ 
ing project for the elderly in 
Novato where the board also 
endorsed a preliminary Novato 
housing policy prepared by the 
city’s Novato Housing Commit­ 
tee. 


After hearing a report by 
Shirley A. William s, acting 
manager of leased housing, who 
said the admission limits had 
not been revised in three years 
although the cost of living went 
up,-the directors added about. 
$800 to each category. 


The admission lim it was 
raised for a single person from 
$3,700 yearly income to $4,500; 
two persons to $4,900; three 
persons to $5,300; four persons 
to $5,700; five persons to $6,100 
and $300 and $400 increases for 
each additional person up to 10. 


The directors agreed to sup­ 
port the Novato Housing Com­ 
mittee which outlined its goals 
before an audience of about 40 
persons, mostly senior citizens 
living at Casa Nova. 


Jerry A. Cannon, committee 
cochairman, said Novato is fol­ 
lowing in the footsteps of other 
Marin cities by moving toward 
higher-cost housing. He said the 
committee supports the spread­ 
ing out of low and moderate- 
income housing in the city 
while it opposes bringing all 
low-cost housing in Marin to 
Novato. 
Cannon said housing should 
be provided for students when 
Indian Valley College opens and 
there should be a higher density 
of housing near the downtown 
area to preserve the hills and 
open space. 
He said Novato must provide 


housing for all types of people 
y/hile preserving and maintain­ 
ing the existing stock of housing 
in the city. 


The directors approved a re­ 
vised budget, adding $2,000 to 
the present budget to cover five 
new employee positions until 
December and the cost of an­ 
other staff car. 


Executive Director Wallace 
K. Shepherd said that $2,000 
could cover the additional em­ 
ployees and a car because the 
Marin County Redevelopment 
Agency has partially taken over 
expenses the authority formerly 
had to pay, including 50 per 
cent of Shepherd’s salary. 


The positions that were added 
include a senior accounting as­ 
sistant, a tenant relations offi­ 
cer, two clerk-typists and a 
youth coordinator. 


In other action, the directors 
approved writing off delinquent 
rents amounting to about ^,000 
by welfare recepients who have 
vacated public housing. Mrs. 
Williams said it would take too 
much staff time to make collec­ 
tion worthwhile and that there- 
is little hope the rents could be 
collected anyway. 


She said the authority still 
will pursue about $3,600 in* de­ 
linquent debts owed by em­ 
ployed persons. Shepherd added 
that he is working with the 
Marin Department of Social 
Services and the board of su­ 
pervisors to see that welfare 
money earmarked for rent is 
automatically spent for rent. 
Shepherd was also asked by 
the directors to find out what 
would be needed to make a 
building housing six small busi­ 
nesses in Marin City safe 
enough to pass a building in­ 
spection. Shepherd said the 
building, near Hayden’s Mar­ 
ket, was substandard because 
the county authorized its use on 
a temporary basis three years 
ago.

Birth O f Solar 
Flare Recorded 


WASHINGTON (UPI)~ Space 
scientists have reported that 
America’s newest sunwatch sat­ 
ellite has photographed for the 
first time the birth of a gigantic 
solar flare. 
A National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration spokes­ 
man, describing the scientists as 
enthused over the development, 
compared the photography as 
the difference between hearing 
two cars crash and actually 
seeing the accident. 
Solar flares have direct effects 
on earth’s environment, weather 
and radio communications. 
The spokesman said the $28 
million satellite, orbiting Solar 
Observatory 7, also had sent 
back to earth the first photo­ 
graphs of solar “ streamers” 
ever taken by a spacecraft. 
Solar streamers are mysterious 
rays in the faint outermost lay­ 
ers of the sun’s atmosphere. 


Nixon Seen 
In Chino 
This Year 


BUDAPEST, Hungary (UPI) 
—The Peking correspondent of 
the official news agency MTI 
said today that President Nixon 
probably will arrive m commu­ 
nist China before the end of the 
year. 
Denes Baracs, the MTI Pe­ 
king correspondent, quoted “ ob­ 
servers” in the Chinese capital. 
He reported them saying the 
forthcoming second visit of 
H ei^ A. Kissii^er to China 
indicates “ that Nixon will prob­ 
ably arrive in Peking before the 
end of the year.” 
Baracs said the visit of Nix­ 
on’s national security adviser to 
China “ is a spectacular remind­ 
er that the settlement of rela­ 
tions between the United States 
and China is continuing.” 
Kissinger’s talks in Peking 
also indicate that the course of 
the Chinese forei^ police hall­ 
marked by the Nixon invitation 
is still valid, the report said. 


UC Enrollment 
Figures Decline 


BERK ELEY (UPI) - The 
University of California an­ 
nounced Tuesday that prelimi­ 
nary enrollment figures for eight 
campuses showed a drop of only 
595 students over last year. 
The figures showed 97,803 stu­ 
dents enrolled this year, com­ 
pared to a 1970 enrollment of 
98,398. Undergraduate enroll­ 
ment was 74,310 and graduate 
students numbered 23.493.

Oth­ 
ers said it was a “catch-all” 
and that anyone, including per­ 
sons standing in front of a 
residence, union pickets or peo­ 
ple crawling around looking for 
contact lenses, could be arrest­ 
ed under it. 
When asked, Jordan said 
prosecution of a misdemeanor 
violation of the law wrould cost 
the city about $100 if the person 
pleaded innocent and asked for 
a jury trial.

A controversial ordinance 
prohibiting any activity “unrea­ 
sonably” impeding pedestrian 
traffic on sidewalks and areas 
leading to businesses or other 
buildings failed last night to 
win approval from a four-mem­ 
ber Sausalito City Council 
which split over the issue. 


One councilman strongly op­ 
posing the measure vowed to be 
the first person arrested if the 
regulation becomes law, in or­ 
der to test its validity in the 
courts. 
Nearly twro hours of discussion 
on the orainance, which had 
been requested by the Sausalito 
Police Department, ended in a 
tie vote, with the council asking 
the city attorney to redefine the 
term “sidewalk” and present a 
revised draft at a future council 
meeting. 
Favoring the new ordinance 
were Councilmen Robin Sweeny 
and Earl F. Dunphy, while 
Councilman Wyman Hicks and 
Mayor Alexander Imlay op­ 
posed it, both for different rea­ 
sons. Councilman Stephen A. 
Fraser was absent. 
Police Capt. David Malkin 
said his department considered 
the proposed regulation neces­ 
sary because at present the 
police “have no tools to stop 
people from blocking the side­ 
walks or the steps.” 
City attorney Leland H. Jor­ 
dan said it was his opinion that 
an existing state statute cov­ 
ered some of the provisions of 
the sidewalk ordinance. But he 
said the district attorney’s of­ 
fice has refused to prosecute 
sidewalk blocking cases from

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A 
Senate Committee, heeding the 
adv ice of state Chief Ju stice 
Donald Wright and a major 
segment of the California legal 
e sta blishm e nt, e a rly today 
killed omnibu s legislation to 
create a single statewide trial 
cou rt sv stem. 


The controv ersial proposal, 
which wou ld abolish ju stice and 
mu nicipal cou rts and consoli­ 
date them into a new state- 
operated and financed su perior 
cou rt sy stem, was defeated by 
a split v oice v ote in the Senate 
Ju diciary Committee. 


Democrats cast the only au di­ 
ble v otes for the proposal by 
Assembly man James Hay es, R- 
Long Beach, while Repu blicans 
appeared to cast the opposition 
v otes. 


C hairm an 
A lfred 
Song, 
D-Monterey Park, ru led the 
measu re lacked su fficient v otes 
in the 13-member committee 
for passage after a fou r-hou r 
hearing. 


Ou tright defeat followed on 
the heels of rejection of a mo­ 
tion to send the package to a 
between sessions stu dy by the 
legislatu re with a v iew toward 
drafting a new bill at the 1972 
session, which starts in fou r 
months. 


Bu t Hay es insisted the issu e 
had been “stu died enou gh.” He 
told the committee, “the easy 
way ou t wou ld be to take a 
du ck and refer it to interim, bu t 
I su bmit to y ou it wou ld not 
serv e the needs of ju stice.” 


The opposition of California 
Su preme Cou rt Chief Ju stice 
Donald Wright was relay ed to 
the committee by Ralph Kleps, 
ex ecu tiv e officer of the state 
Ju dicial Cou ncil, which Wright 
heads. 
Kleps 
te stifie d 
it 
was 
Wright’s “personal conv iction 
that this massiv e reorganiza­ 
tion shou ld be held in commit­ 
tee” and stu died along with a 
cou ncil-sponsored stu dy of Cali­ 
fornia cou rt reorganization. 
Basically , 
the Assembly - 
passed bill wou ld hav e estab­ 
lished a u niform statew ide 
su perior cou rt sy stem for civ il 
and criminal trials. Mu nicipal 
cou rt ju dges wou ld be elev ated 
to su perior cou rt ju dges while 
ju stice cou rt ju dges wou ld hav e 
become “magistrates of the su ­ 
perior cou rt” and wou ld try 
traffic, small claims and cer­ 
tain misdemeanor cases. 
The ju dicial cou ncil, com­ 
posed of ju dges, legislators and 
attorney s, wou ld administer the 
sy stem. Sheriff’s depu ty cou rt 
bailiffs wou ld hav e been re­ 
placed by state marshals. 
Hay es, himself an attorney 
and form er m em ber of the 
cou ncil, told the committee his 
bill wou ld resu lt in speedier 
trials, partly becau se of the 
elimination of du plicate mo­ 
tions by lawy ers inju stice, mu ­ 
nicipal and su perior cou rts. 
He said the opposition of v ar­ 
iou s bar associations was based 
on economics. “When y ou cu t 
down on the nu mber of motions 
that attorney s make, y ou hit 
them right in the pocketbook,” 
he added. 
Hay es term ed the cu rrent 
trial cou rt sy stem a costly “tri­ 
headed monster” which needs 
“something more than band-aid 
remedies.” 
He estimated by switching to 
a statewide sy stem the admin­ 
istration of ju stice wou ld be 
more efficient, wou ld sav e local 
property tax pay ers $8 0 million 
a y ear and wou ld cost the state 
a max imu m of $20 million more 
than it cu rrently pay s for op­ 
eration of the cou rts. 
Kleps told the committee the 
Ju dicial Cou ncil cu rrently is 
sponsoring a stu dy by a priv ate 
research firm into ov erhau ling 
and consolidating the cou rts. 
“The cou ncil decided that is 
makes no sense to go into 
something of this kind withou t 
lay ing some fou ndation,” he 
said. 
“There’s nothing to indicate 
that the state of California has 
the ex tra resou rces in the gen­ 
eral fu nd that will picku p the 
kind of costs that this program 
will contemplate,” Kleps said. 
Other opposition witnesses, 
inclu ding representativ es of the 
San Diego Cou nty Bar Associa­ 
tion, estimated the cost cou ld 
rise as high as $35 0 million. 
Bu t Hay es rejected this and 
reported that legislativ e Ana­ 
ly st A. Alan Post “has not been 
able to calcu late figu res like 
any thing y ou ’v e heard tonight. 
They ’re grossly ex aggerated. 
Presiding Ju dge Charles A. 
Loring of the Los Angeles 
Cou nty Su perior Cou rt said the 
legislation “will create an abso­ 
lu te adm inistrativ e Franken­ 
stein” for Los Angeles cou rts 
by

the 
cou nty ’s cou rt administrator. 
H ay es cou ntered , “ that 
cou nty cou rt administration is 
already a Frankenstein and it 
needs state help.”

Tonsils No Longer Taken Out 
Becuase They Fight Infection 


In the early 1930s, remov al of toiu lls and 
adenoids was a v ery common operation. The 
procedu re was done mainly before the age of 
4, when the organs had attained max imu m 
size. Fewer tonsillectomies and adenoidecto- 
mies are done today becau se we know that 
the stru ctu res enhance immu nity . In addition, 
remov al does not lessen the chance of dev el­ 
oping respiratory infections. Fu rthermore, 
tonsils and adenoids are largest in early 
childhood and tend to shrink after pu berty . 
WE ARE NOT imply ing that 
tonsils and adenoids nev er 
cau se trou ble. Acu te tonsilitis, 
for ex ample, common in chil­ 
dren and y ou ng adu lts, begins 
su ddenly with sore throat, diffi­ 
cu lty in swallowing, fatigu e and 
aching. The temperatu re may 
go u p to 104 degrees Fahren­ 
heit. 
Rapid pu lse, coated tongu e 
and fetid breath coex ist. The

tonsils are swollen, reddened 
and cov ered with y ellowish 
white spots and pu ru lent mate­ 
rial. Fev er u su ally su bsides 
within fou r to six day s, sooner 
when antibiotics are giv en. 
THE ADENOIDS are located 
in the v au lt of the throat. When 
swollen, they block the back of 
the nose and interfere with 
talking. The enlarged ly mphoid 
tissu e may also press on the 
eu stachian tu be and by interfer­ 
ing with the regu lation of air 
pressu re in the middle ear may 
impair hearing. 
Chronic inv olv ement u su ally 
follows recu rrent attacks of 
acu te tonsilitis. Remov al is in­ 
dicated when recu rrences hav e 
destroy ed or damaged the tis­ 
su es. In these instances, tonsils 
merely harbor disease-produ c­ 
ing microorganisms. 
THE CONCEPT of focal in­ 
fection was in v ogu e some 40 
y ears ago. The tonsils, adenoids 
and teeth were the main su s­ 
pects and remov al was consid­ 
ered a cu re for v ariou s diseases 
inclu ding rheu m atic fev er, 
Bright’s disease, epilepsy , ar­ 
thritis, -lethargy and asthma. 
We know now that in many 
instances this was pu re specu ­ 
lation.

Assembly Demos Beat 
Environmental Bill 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) -G ov . 
Ronald Reagan u pbraided As­ 
sembly Democrats today for 
resorting to “petty politics’’ in 
defeating his proposal for an 
env ironmental 
“ su peragency ” 
opposed by conserv ationists. 


In the wake of the action 
killing the plan, the Repu blican 
gov ernor eu logized it as a “pos­ 
itiv e approach to env ironmental 
protection” and “good gov ern­ 
ment.” 
The plan was sent back to 
committee Tu esday for fu rther 
stu dy on a motion by Assembly ­ 
man Mike Cu llen, D-Long 
Beach. The v ote was on a 
straight party line, 41-27. 
It was the third reorganiza­ 
tion proposal lost by Reagan 
this y ear, bu t the two earlier 
ones were, in comparison, rela­ 
tiv ely minor. 
“I am astou nded,” said Re­ 
agan, “ that the Democrats 
wou ld pu t petty politics abov e 
the recognized need to improv e 
ou r fight to preserv e and en­ 
hance California’s env iron­ 
ment.“ 
The proposal wou ld hav e con­ 
solidated state env ironmental 
agencies, inclu ding the state 
Water Resou rces and Air Re­ 
sou rces boards, u nder a new 
Department of Env ironmental 
protection. It wou ld hav e also 
abolished the Env ironm ental 
Stu dy Cou ncil and the Water 
Qu ality Adv isory Committee. 
Reagan’s plan wou ld hav e 
gone into effect today if the 
Assembly had not acted. 
The proposal was opposed by 
conserv ationists, who said it did 
not do enou gh: legislativ e Ana­ 
ly st A. Alan Post, who said it 
was “probably impossible to 
accomplish su ccessfu lly ,” and 
the Assembly Gov ernmental 
Organization Committee, which 
contended in an 8 8 -page stu dy 
that it was “limited and su per­ 
ficial.” 
Reagan said, “It is v ery re­ 
grettable that some Democratic 
legislators, who continu ally 
pose as protectors of the env i­ 
ronment u ntil it comes time for 
them to take action instead of 
spou ting rhetoric, pu t politics 
abov e the good of the pu blic.” 
One of those leading the op­ 
position was Assembly man Ed­ 
win L. Z’berg, D-Sacramento, a 
strong conserv ationist whose 
own massiv e env ironmental re­ 
organization plan is now before 
a Senate committee. 
Z’berg said, “Not only does 
this bill not do any thing, it 
mov es backward.” 
The Senate last week ap­ 
prov ed Reagan’s plan, bu t a 
negativ e v ote by one hou se

R eagan’s other reorganiza­ 
tion proposals dealt with two 
water qu ality control districts 
and the state board of Dry 
Cleaners. He withdrew one and 
the other was killed' by the 
Senate.

Most people are very conscious of having 
enough car insurance. In fact, most of the 
reasonable people I know wouldn’t think of 
driving their cars around the block unless they 
were insured to the hilt against possible damage 
the car might do . . . and for which they could 
be liable. 
----- 
Yet many of the same people 
have no insurance on their 
boats. 
If you mention it, they say 
something vague like: “ the 
whole rig is only worth a couple 
of hundred bucks,” and dismiss 
the need to insure such an 
insignificant item. 
But a $100 boat can damage a 
$50,000 boat beyond repair. It 
can cause injuries to its passen­ 
gers which some jury might 
decide are worth $500,000 to the 
sufferers. And there is a dis­ 
turbing tendency to lump the 
owner of a $100 boat in the 
same millionaire class as the 
man with the $50,000 boat . . . 
and judgments often are hand­ 
ed out accordingly. 
The only protection, whether 
your boat is in the $100 class or 
the $50,000 
bracket, is to be 
adequately covered by insur­ 
ance. And the word “ adequate” 
is very important whether your 
insurance is an “ outboard” pol­ 
icy or a “ yacht” policy. There 
is no blanket marine insurance. 
Be sure it’s adequate in that 
all possible risks are covered. 
Marine policies usually pay off 
only on losses as they are 
specified in the contract. 
Here are probably the two 
most important areas in which 
you should be covered: 
( a) As an owner you are 
responsible for the damage or 
personal injury caused by your 
boat, not only when you are 
aboard, but also if it is operated 
by a member of your family or 
by anyone else with your knowl­ 
edge and consent. 
(b) You are responsible for 
the safety of passengers on 
your boat. You must warn a 
passenger about a potentially 
dangerous condition aboard. If 
a passenger is hurt, and you 
are negligent, he can sue and 
most likely will collect. 
There is a wry saying among 
marine and admiralty lawyers: 
“ Today’s guest is tomorrow’s 
plaintiff.” 
Boat insurance is a big topic, 
with many facets which baffle 
most boaters. Here are some of 
the questions I ’ve been asked 
on this topic this summer: 
Q. How import ant is insur­ 
ance on one’ s boat ? 
A. Just as important as insur­ 
ance on your car. And it’s 
conceded that anyone who 
doesn’t have car insurance is 
either witless or irresponsible. 
Q. What’s the most important 
type of insurance? 
A. It's a toss-up between 
“ Hull” insurance which pro­ 
tects your investment and 
“ Protection and Indemnity.” 
The first is the same as colli­ 
sion insurance on your car, and 
the second the same as compre­ 
hensive personal injury and 
property damage. 
Q. Is t here passenger insur­ 
ance? 
A. Very definitely, and you 
should get it. A passenger on 
your boat is your responsibility. 
Q. If I “f inance” a boat wit h

a bank or f inance company, 
what about insurance? 
A. I’m sure the lending insti­ 
tution will insist on insurance 
covering perils to the hull to 
protect its interest in your boat. 
But it’s not likely to ask for 
other types of insurance be­ 
cause the bank or finance com­ 
pany can’t be expected to care 
whether you get sued. 


Q. Is t here a st andard f orm of 
insurance cont ract ? 
A. Positively not. Boat insur­ 
ance varies to great extremes 
in coverage and cost. You have 
to shop around. Talk to a relia­ 
ble insurance broker. 


A. I have heard of an “all 
risks” policy. Is it t he best ? 
A. This is a form of hull 
insurance which includes other 
risks such as fire, theft, person­ 
al liability . . . almost any­ 
thing. But, although the policy 
says “ all,” read it very careful­ 
ly to make sure that everything 
you want is specified in writing. 
Anything not specifically men­ 
tioned is not covered. 


Q. Does boat insurance apply 
all year round? 
A. It’s whatever you buy. 
Generally coverage is provided 
only between specified dates 
written into the policy. 


Q. Are “group” rat es avail­ 
able in boat insurance? 
A. Yes, write Boat Owners 
Association of the U.S. (BoatI 
U.S.), 1028 Connecticut Ave., 
Washington, D.C. 20036. Ask for 
the “ Marine Insurance Pri­ 
mer.” Group rates do save 
money.

A. Fo r tho sp rea ders who 
may no t be familiar' with this 
partic^ar sectiGA o f the Inter­ 
nal Rev enue Co de it pro v ides 
tax -defirred treatment fo r an­ 
nuity purchase plans ado pted 
by public Scho o l sy stems and 
tax ex empt o rg a niza tio n Un­ 
fo rtunately y o h failed to g iv e 
me any perso nal info rmdjidp o r 
particulars o n the annuity plan 
o r plans y o u are co nsidering . 


Basically there are two ty pes 
o f annuities which are included 
under the qualificatio ns o f Sec­ 
tio n 403b, fix ed o r v ariable in­ 
co me a nnuities. Since mo st 
wo rkers are co v ered by So cial 
Security , a fix ed inco me-ty pe 
pensio n plan, I wo uld fav o r 
either a v ariable inco me plan 
o r a co mbinatio n, balanced in­ 
co me plan. Reg ardless o f which 
ty pe o f plan y o u are co nsider­ 
ing the adv antag es o f deferring 
tax liability o n a po rtio n o f y o ur 
current salary are o bv io us. 
Beca use net premium re­ 
serv es fro m v ariable annuities 
are inv ested in co mmo n and 
preferred sto cks, the v alue o f 
these funds v aries in line with 
fluctuatio ns y n the security in­ 
v estments. Thus inco me fro m a 
v a ria ble co ntra ct fluctua tes, 
so metimes mo nthly , in acco rd­ 
ance with inv estment results. 
In the past, inv estment v al­ 
ues hav e increased mo re o r less 
in line with the rise in the co st 
o f liv ing . Altho ug h mo re recent­ 
ly the market has dro pped in 
tjie face o f accelerating infla­ 
tio n, o v er the lo ng term these 
rev ersals tend to be co unter­ 
balanced.

Ev idence is building up 
that the studs ro ug h up and 
wear o ut hig hway s to o fast. 
States that do permit them 
usually desig nate o nly winter 
mo nths with a date fo r starting 
their use and ano ther date in 
the spring fo r remo v ing them. 


Then there’s the battery . Co ld 
weather makes g reat demands 
o n it. To turn o v er an icy 
eng ine requires far mo re bat­ 
tery po wer than starting during 
summer mo nths. Reco rds sho w 
that abo ut 9 0 per cent o f all 
wintertime serv ice statio n calls 
fo r a ssista nce inv o lv e “ no 
start” pro blems, usually result­ 
ing fro m a dead battery . If it is 
weak, replace it. Yo u pro bably 
will sav e that much mo ney in 
ro ad and parking lo t calls. 


Anti-freeze in the co o ling sy s­ 
tem sho uld be checked. Since 
anti-freeze is used fo r bo th win­ 
ter and summer driv ing , mo st 
mo to rists leav e it in all y ear. If 
the anti-freeze is two y ears o ld 
o r o lder, it may need a bo o ster, 
o r a new sho t o f rust inhibito r. 
The safest bet is to put in fresh 
anti-freeze. 


Yo ur tires sho uld hav e a g o o d 
thickness o f tread. Winter 
mo nths with rutted ice and 
heav y sno w can be as hard o n 
tires as ho t summer driv ing .

By getting 9 1.5 per cent o f the 
v o tes fo r president o f So uth 
Vietnam in an electio n in which 
he was the o nly candidate, 
Nguy en Van Thieu has jo ined a 
distinguised co mpany . 
Benito Musso lini sho wed the 
way when he wo n passage o f 
Italian electio n laws which 
gav e his appo intees so le po wer 
to determine who sho uld be 
no minated fo r o ffice. A single 
slate o f candidates — alway s 
headed by Musso lini — was 
then presented to the electo ­ 
rate. And the dictato r co uld 
po int with pride to the near- 
unanimity o f his electio n. 


WHEN 
ADOLF 
HITLER 
gained o ne man co ntro l o f the 
go v ernment o f Germany in 19 3 4 
(altho ugh his Nazi party was a 
mino rity in the reichstag), he 
effectiv ely co mbined appeal to 
his fo llo wers and terro rism o f 
his o ppo nents to win suppo rt o f 
9 0 per cent o f German v o ters in 
a plebiscite. Fro m then o n, 
electio ns in Hitler’s Germany 
were like tho se in Musso lini’s 
italy : a single slate o f candi­ 
dates was presented. The v o ter 
co uld v o te “ ja” o r leav e the 
ballo t blank. Hitler was pro ud 
to po int to better than 9 0 per 
cent appro v al in each such 
“ electio n.” 


Jo sef Stalin also used the 
same sy stem. First he had to 
hav e so me po litical o ppo nents 
ex ecuted witho ut trial. That 
do ne, he co uld hav e “ electio ns” 
with no wo rries — the list o f 
candidates hav ing to be ap­ 
pro v ed by a co mmittee headed 
by Stalin. He had no tro uble 
getting better than 9 0 per cent 
v o te fo r the single list placed 
befo re the electo rs. 


WHAT WAS GOOD fo r Beni­ 
to , Ado lf and Jo e is equally 
go o d fo r Nguy en Van Thieu, as 
the week end electio n in So uth 
Vietnam pro v ed. With no o p­ 
po sitio n, an o v erwhelming ma­ 
jo rity is a cinch — particularly 
when the so le candidate co n­ 
tro ls all the electio n machin­ 
ery . 
No bo dy that we ev er heard o f 
ev er wo n a real electio n with 
9 1.5 per cent v o te. When Frank­ 
lin Delano Ro o sev elt was at the 
pinnacle o f his po pularity in 
this co untry , he go t o v er 6 0 per 
cent o f the 19 3 6 po pular v o te fo r 
President (that was the y ear 
when Alf Lando n carried o nly 
Maine and Vermo nt.) That was 
an o v erwhelming majo rity — in 
a free electio n. 
THE IRONY o f the Vietnam 
situatio n is that the United 
States helped Thieu get to the 
to p in the first place, while 
declaring that o ne o f o ur majo r 
purpo ses in that ill-starred 
co untry was to assure free 
demo cratic pro cesses. 
Bringing a “ truly representa­ 
tiv e go v ernment into po wer 
was an aim o f the U.S. when it 
became inv o lv ed in the o uster 
(and assassinatio n) o f Ngo Dhin 
Diem — as President Nix o n 
himself remarked recently . But 
the “ truly representativ e” go v ­ 
ernment turned o ut to be a 
dictato rship — much like that 
in No rth Vietnam to which we 
o bject. 
The 
Vietnamese 
electio n 
sho uld pro v ide the final pro o f 
that the United States has been 
misguided in its co stly effo rt to 
So utheast Asia. There remains 
no reaso n to co ntinue to shed 
American blo o d fo r a cause so 
patently lo st.

Parents Now Have 
To Educate Children 


I think Mr. Hugh M. Bro wn did pretty 
well in clearing up what o ne o f y o ur 
repo rters fo und “ my sterio us” abo ut the 
petitio n which was presented to the Mill 
Valley Scho o l Bo ard in his letter appear­ 
ing in last night’s I-J (Sept. 3 0). Ho wev er, 
to further clarify the po int, I might add 
that the situatio n is so critical that my 
husband and my self hav e fo und it neces­ 
sary to spend sev eral ho urs daily wo rk­ 
ing with o ur children (who attend Ato 
and Edna Maguire Scho o ls in Mill Val­ 
ley ) just to giv e them an understanding o f 
basic co ncepts, instill healthy study hab­ 
its, and answer their questio ns, because 
we hav e fo und that they are no t being 
taught these things in scho o l due to o v er­ 
large and multi-grade classes and “ new” 
teaching metho ds which just aren’t wo rk­ 
ing. 
It seems that in the effo rt to utilize 
teaching co ncepts which they can label 
“ mo dern, up to date, pro gressiv e,” etc., 
the scho o ls hav e co mpletely lo st sight o f 
the basic fo rmula fo r co nstructing a 
so und educatio nal fo undatio n. The co n­ 
cepts. themselv es, are no t entirely to 
blame, as pro perly applied, they co uld be 
entirely effectiv e, but as the situatio n 
stands, they are resulting in co nfusio n 
and frustratio n o n the part o f the children 
which has to result, ev entually , in co m­ 
plete lo ss o f interest when a child has 
tried his v ery best and o nly gets mo re 
co nfused fo r his effo rts. 
I’m sure there are many facto rs which 
hav e bro ught abo ut the present situatio n, 
o ne o f them being cuts in scho o l budgets 
due to lack o f funds. This is v ery 
disco uraging since we are all aware o f 
the co nstant increase in tax atio n that is 
called fo r to finance the scho o l sy stems. 
The results that the tax pay ers are Dav - 
ing mo re and mo re mo ney fo r less and 
less educatio n. Parents are hav ing to 
undertake the jo b o f educating their 
children themselv es . . . Parents hav e 
alway s been and alway s will be a v alua­ 
ble asset to the success o f scho o l-o riented 
pro grams, but I do ubt that there are 
many parents who hav e the time o r 
energy to co ntinue channeling energies 
into PTA pro jects, etc., while hav ing to 
simultaneo usly dev o te co nsiderable time 
daily to actual teaching.

Apartment Opponents Might 
Take Cue From Larkspur 


Carte Madera residents op­ 
posed to apartment buildings in 
their community might take a 
few lessons from their neigh­ 
bors in Larkspur. 
The case in point is the 630- 
unit Meadowsweet Station de­ 
velopment Oabeled a row of 
barracks by one town official) 
east of Highway 101 and south 
of the H. H. Koch and Sons 
luggage plant. 
Urged on by homeowners' 
groups, about 180 residents 
packed Granada School a cou­ 
ple weeks ago to voice their 
concerns to the town’s planning 
commission. 
Their objections — increases 
in traffic, population and taxes 
— were well taken but possibly 
not taken soon enough. 
THOSE 180 RESIDENTS, if 
they are to succeed in stopping 
the project, have many long 
hours of work ahead. They 
must show why the develop­ 
ment would be detrimental to 
their town instead of relying on 
a mass outpouring of simply 
“we don’t like it.” 
As demonstrated in Larkspur, 
the time to stop — or at least 
forestall — a development is 
months before it is presented to 
town officials. 
Organized opposition to 
apartments in Larkspur took 
more than a few bloody noses 
fighting developers before com­ 
ing up with a me a ns of control­ 
ling growth. 


Faced with a less than coop­ 
erative council (much like Corte 
Madera’s) the residents, spear­ 
headed by the Larkspur Town 
Meeting, demanded and re­ 
ceived a review of the city’s 
master plan. 


It was their argument, sup­ 
ported to some extent by facts 
and figures that no one knew 
the “proper” esthetic and eco­ 
nomic population for Larkspur 
and that it was time to find out. 


WHAT THAT master plan re­ 
view will produce is anyone’s 
guess, but at least it has given 
the city a legal tool for refusing 
to consider large developments. 


It has also given the city an 
excuse to rezone certain prop­ 
erties from residential use to 
some other if the review so 
recommends. 
Already one large develop­ 
ment — the fortress-like struc­ 
ture for 600 persons atop Bon 
Air Hill —- has been shelved 
until the master plan review on 
residential zones is undertaken. 
Another major project which 
has been shuffled over to the 
planning consultant is the Tis- 
cornia E sta te’s development 
plan for its extensive holdings. 
Whether either one or both 
wil] be altered or abandoned as 
result of the master plan re­ 
view can’t be said, but at least 
development proposals aren’t 
running rampant through city 
ha ll as they were a year ago. 


THE PEOPLE' S SCHOOLS 
Special Schools For All 
— Except Top Students 


By BRYCE W. ANDERSON 
The State of California man­ 
dates and helps finance an as­ 
sortment of schools for the 
academically backward; but a 
San Francisco high school for 
the academically excellent has 
been attacked in court as a 
case of illegal discrimination. 
Suit was filed last week by 
the Youth Law Center, an Of­ 
fice of Economic Opportunity 
agency, to force the San Fran­ 
cisco Board of Education to 
convert Lowell High School into 
a neighborhood comprehensive 
high school. 
Even since the 19th century, 
Lowell has been the high school 
for San Francisco’s top stu­ 
dents. It admits boys and girls 
from throughout the city on the 
basis of their academic scores. 
It is strictly an academic high 
school, preparing students for 
college, and has no vocational 
courses. 
This, claims the suit filed for 
the Youth Law Center, makes 
Lowell discriminatory. 
SP E C IA L SCHOOLS are 
provided under state law for 
mentally handicapped students, 
physically handicapped stu­ 
dents, and other types of “ex­ 
ceptional 
stu d en ts.” 
But 
“exceptional” does not include 
exceptionally bright. 
These special schools receive 
special funding from the state. 
But there is no extra state 
funding for facilities for the 
brilliant students* the academi­ 
cally outstanding. Local school 
districts sometimes try to pro­ 
vide special programs for these 
students, but they must do so 
within their own financial struc­ 
ture — they get no extra money 
from the state. 
San Francisco has put extra 
funds into Lowell High School, 
making possible advanced sci­ 
ence, m athem atics and lan­ 
guage courses that are not 


Oil Spill Removal 
Unit Prototype 
Is On Display 


SAN FRANCISCO (BW) - 
The shiny new prototype of an 
oil spill removal device, which 
resembles the paddle wheel of 
an old riverboat, went on dis­ 
play yesterday in San Francis­ 
co near famed Fisherm an's 
Wharf. 
Called “Clean Sweep” by its 
developer, Lockheed Missiles & 
Space Co. of Sunnyvale, the 
four-foot diameter, seven-foot 
long unit is mounted between 
the twin hulls of a catamaran. 
The Clean Sweep concept is a 
series of parallel metal discs 
joined by overlapping metal 
vanes set in slots around the 
outside edge of the “drum.'’ 
As the unit rotates in a slick, 
oil is drawn into the drum and 
adheres to the sides of the 
discs. Wiper blades inside wipe 
oil from the discs. The oil runs 
into a central channel inside the 
unit’s axle and is pumped to 


offe re d in the city’s other high 
schools. 
The 
Youth 
La w Center 
cha rge s tha t in doing so, the 
boa rd of e duca tion “provides 
Lowell with the be st teachers, 
the most money, the newest 
a nd most sophisticated equip­ 
me nt, fa cilitie s and resources 
a nd a wide variety of courses, 
te a ching me thods and academ­ 
ic opportunities available at no 
other high school.” 
Susanne Martinez, Youth Law 
Center attorney who filed the 
suit, said this setup denies 
equal opportunity for all stu­ 
dents in the city. 


THE ASSORTMENT of spe­ 
cial schools established under 
state law for less able learners 
provide special equipment, fa­ 
cilities and faculty to make it 
possible for these students to 
receive training that is not of­ 
fered in the ordinary compre­ 
hensive high school. 
Additionally, if suitable spe­ 
cial educational facilities for 
such students are not available 
in the local public school sys­ 
tem, the students may be sent 
to private schools and the state 
will pick up a major portion of 
their tuition, with the school 
district where they reside being 
required to pay the rest. 
The act goes even farther. It 
provides that, even though the 
county or school district has a 
special class for the particular 
type of handicapped student, he 
may be sent to a private school 
— at public expense — if it is 
determined that the class is not 
adequate for his needs. 


THUS, THE STATE already 
is paying tuition at private 
schools for physically and men­ 
tally handicapped and “excep­ 
tional” students for whom it 
also is providing special public 
schools — and this without any 
“ voucher system.” 
If, however, a local high 
school fails to offer sufficiently 
advanced courses for a very 
bright student, the parents in 
most cases must either "make 
do” with what the school has or 
send the child to a private 
school at their own expense. 
An exception is in San Fran­ 
cisco, where advanced courses 
tailored for the top students are 
provided at Lowell High. But 
that, say the OEO layers, is 
illegal discrimination.

McChesney Art 
At Sonoma State

The sculpture of Mary Fuller 
McChesney of Petaluma re­ 
minds one of pre-Columbian art 
— and this is her source of 
inspiration — but only its 
forms, not its ethnic or reli­ 
gious sources. 
Thirty of this sculptor’s 
pieces are handsomely installed 
in the Spacious, high-ceilinged 
Darwin Gallery on the Sonoma 
State College campus at Roh­ 
nert Park, through Oct. 31. 
Among Mrs. McChesney's 
most striking and complex 
works is “ Great Southern,’’ 
which won a merit award in the 
1971 San Francisco Art Festi­ 
val. Another, entitled “ Sun 
Moon Stars Rain,” is conceived 
as an anthropomorphized four- 
figured group entity in an over­ 
lapping and intertwining mar­ 
riage rite of bodies, arms, and 
legs. 
Many of this artist’s sculp­ 
tures are of animals — a lion, 
an otter, a frog. However, two 
related pieces, entitled “ Sisy­ 
phus #1” and “ Sisyphus #2”

roll a heavy stone endlessly 
uphill, and were inspired by a 
poem by the late French poet, 
Albert Camus. 
In one case, it was an event 
such as the devastating earth­ 
quake in the Yugoslavian city 
of Skopje some years ago that 
inspired a highly angular and 
attenuated death figure formed 
of crusty, rock-and-stone com­ 
pound. 
In her most compelling work, 
it is the quality of fierceness 
that is 
so 
arresting. She 
achieves this effect by use of 
tiny, white, saw-toother sea 
shells as teeth and eyes for her 
figures. Or by the use of rail­ 
road spikes which pierce the 
“ Great Southern” diety. 
Mrs. McChesney’s favorite 


material is lightweight concrete 
which she pours in large pieces 
and then carves with a knife or 
axe, “ depending upon how long 
the work takes and how hard 
the block has become” —■ and 
which she likes because this 
material is so suitable for out­ 
door placement. 
On occasion, however, a spe­ 
cial find or a gift will combine 
into a new product, as when 
musician Lu Watters presented 
her with an anchor chain and 
her husband, painter Robert 
McChesney, found a long piece 
of redwood, with both gifts end­ 
ing up as a carved saxophone 
player . . . with an anklet of 
chain. 


Mrs. McChesney also is a 
writer — short stories, mystery 
novels and an art book which 
will be published in 1972. Some 
of her ideas she records on tape 
while doing routine cutting or 
filing. 
There is no conflict for her in 
the two different media. “ There 
is sort of a feedback — while 
my hands are working, I am 
thinking, ” she says.

Chou Tells Yanks Mao Opened The Thaw 


(EDITOR’S NOTE: Premier 
Chou En-lai called every Amer­ 
ican visiting or living in Com­ 
m unist China to a m eeting 
Tuesday night at the Great Hall 
of the People in Peking. Follow­ 
ing is a report on the meeting 
telephoned by Julian Schuman, 
who works as a translator in 
Peking, to UPI in Tokyo.)

PEKING (UPI) — Premier 
Chou En-lai told about 60 Amer­ 
icans 
Tuesday 
night 
that 
C hinese C om m unist P a rty 
chairman Mao Tse-tung himself 
made the decision to invite the 


U.S. table tennis team to China, 
paving the way for a thaw in 
Peking-Washington relations. 
Chou met with what Chinese 
officials said was every Ameri­ 
can living in or visiting main­ 
land China in the Great Hall of 
the People, the same room 
where he received the Ameri­ 
can players last spring. 
Chou’s talk to the group, who 
included visiting Black Panther 
leader Huey P. Newton and 
former U.S. State Department 
official John Service, was a 
free-wheeling discourse on Chi­ 
na's foreign policy. He did not 


refer to the current internal 
situation which has been the 
subject of considerable specula­ 
tion abroad. 
During the two-hour meeting 
Chou said: 
China agrees with President 
Nixon that this is now an era of 
negotiations, but Chinese lead­ 
ers also believe that, if neces­ 
sary, it is an era of armed 
struggle. 
China is willing to negotiate 
its border dispute with Russia, 
using the 19th century territori­ 
al treaties as the basis for 
talks. 


China is keeping an open 
mind on Nixon’s visit: “It is all 
right if the talks succeed and it 
is all right if the talks fail.” 
No matter how far negotia­ 
tions go, China will never let 
her guard down and stop pre­ 
paring for war. 
Chou said the decision to in­ 
vite the U.S. table tennis team 
was made by Mao at a time 
when the attitude of the Minis­ 
try of Foreign Affairs and the 
U.S. State Department was to 
wait for a while. He said he was 
looking over the first foreign 
ministry dispatch to the U.S. 


team in Japan when Mao decid­ 
ed on an immediate invitation. 
“There were two messages, 
but the world only knows the 
second,” Chou said. 
D iscussing N ixon’s v isit, 
Chou said, “He publicly ex­ 
pressed his willingness to come 
to China and negotiate. We had 
made no response, it would not 
have been proper for a state so 
antagonistic. Therefore we 
agreed to (presidential adviser 
Henry) Kissinger’s coming. 
“For us, it is all right if the 
talks succeed and it is all right 
if they fail,” Chou said. 


At this point, about 30 min­ 
utes before a simultaneous an­ 
nouncement was to be made in 
Washington and Peking, Chou 
told the Americans of the presi­ 
dential assistant’s second visit 
to Peking. 


“This time Kissinger is com­ 
ing openly,” Chou said. 


He said Peking’s willingness 
to negotiate was nothing new. 
“ We did this (negotiated) with 
the arch enemy Cliiang Kai- 
shek for almost ten years,” he 
said. He also cited the present 
negotiations going on in Korea 


and the negotiations with Rus­ 
sia on the territorial disputes. 
Although critical of the sta­ 
tioning Soviet troops on the 
Chinese borders, Chou said Chi­ 
na’s basic policy was to negoti­ 
ate with Moscow. 
“ There are one million (Sovi­ 
et) troops on our borders — 
army, air force, naval units in 
the coastal areas, nuclear 
weapons and guided missiles,” 
Chou said. “They have sent 
300,000 troops into the Peoples 
Republic of Mongolia, including 
missile units. The Mongolian 
government did not behave like 


the Czechs, so what Is the 
purpose? It obviously is against 
China, to create a state of 
tension along our borders. 


“Nevertheless, our policy is 
to negotiate to solve the bound­ 
ary questions and bring about 
good neighborly relations,” 
Chou said. “Even when Russian 
troops were massed on the bor­ 
ders, we still received (Premier 
Alexei N.) Kosygin on Sept. 9, 
1969 at the Peking airport.” 
When Kosygin was in China 
then, Chou said, Peking called

President Nixon last month 
tapped Mrs. Banuelos, who 
built her $6 million yearly busi­ 
ness empire from a taco stand 
she opened 22 years ago, as the 
next treasurer. 
“I am not doing anything 
wrong,” Mrs. Banuelos said. 
“If I asked every person who 
came to us for a job about their 
immigration papers, I’d start a 
fight.” 
Six agents of the Bureau of 
Immigration and Naturalization 
took part in the raid. Of those 
arrested, 27 were women and 
nine were men. They were 
bused to the U.S. border station 
at San Ysidro, officials said.

In Marin, 92,935 residents 
would be in the new Fourth 
District, and 113,103, in the 
Moscone-Marks at-large dis­ 
trict. 
Their district, now limited to 
San Francisco, also would in­ 
clude Burlingame, Hillsborough 
and parts of Daly City, South 
San Francisco, Millbrae and 
San Mateo in San Mateo 
County. In Alameda County, it 
would include the unincorporat­ 
ed black ghetto near San Lean­ 
dro. 
The new Ninth-Tenth District 
would give Democrats the reg­ 
istration edge with 59 per cent 
of the voters. 
Still unclear was whether 
Behr and Marler would have to 
run in next year’s election, 
since both were elected only 
last year to four-year terms. 
Legislative Counsel George 
Murphy has advised that sena­ 
tors in even-numbered districts 
will not have to run again next 
year, even though their dis­ 
tricts may be reapportioned out 
from under them. 
Murphy, however, has been 
challenged successfully before 
in court tests, and his ruling in 
this sensitive issue is almost 
certain to be tested as well. 
Also due for a clash in the 
Legislature is Moscone’s hope 
to switch the number of his 
district from the Tenth to the 
Ninth so he can be reelected 
next year and have a “free 
ride” in 1974 to campaign for 
governor. However, Assembly 
Speaker Bob Moretti, D-North 
Hollywood, already has stated 
publicly he will oppose such a 
move — since as an assembly­ 
man he has to run every two 
years, and he also is shooting at 
the governorship in 1974. 
The precedent for dividing 
Marin into separate legislative 
districts was set four years ago 
when Rep. William S. Mail- 
liard, R-Sixth District, was giv­ 
en Marin south of Novato to 
add to his western San Francis­ 
co district. 
Congressional reapportion­ 
ment still has not been un­ 
veiled, but Mailliard’s district 
is expected to take in the rest of 
Marin this time. 
Also pending disclosure is the 
Democratic plan for Assembly 
districts. Assemblyman Wil­ 
liam T. Bagley, R-San Rafael, 
is expected to lose some of his 
Sonoma County territory, but 
retain all of Marin. 


Big Post Offices 
Will Be Remodeled 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -Post- 
master General Winton M. 
Blount today announced the U.S. 
Postal Service will spend $40 
million to improve lighting, 
heating, air conditioning, toilets 
and eating facilities in 800 of the 
nation’s largest post offices. 
“In all candor it is overdue,” 
Blount said. “Some of our postal 
employes have worked for years 
in unsuitable or unsafe or unsa­ 
vory surroundings. They de­

Wornum and a second by Peter 
R. Arrigoni, Jr., supervisors 
approved a resolution asking 
the President and Congress to 
bait the experimental five- 
megaton blast because it may 
be a threat to the Bay Area and 
to wildlife in the Aleutians. 
Chairman Louis H. Baar 
argued that the protestors 
should appeal to congressmen 
in Washington, not to county 
supervisors, because nuclear 
tests are federal actions and 
completely outside the realm of 
county supervisors. However, 
Baar voted a “reluctant yes” 
on the resolution to make it 
unanimous. 
Paul Giampaoli of Ross, 
speaking for Concerned Citizens 
of Marin and the Party of the 
People of Marin, warned super­ 
visors that the Atomic Energy 
Commission had planned the 
underground Mast on Amchitka 
Island on Oct. 10, but the date 
had been postponed until later 
in the month. 
The island is only 57 miles 
from the northern end of San 
Andreas fault and could trigger 
earth movements that could 
slough the Bay Area into the 
ocean or cause a disastrous 
tidal wave, said Giampaoli. 
He said the government has 
proclaimed Amchitka Island as 
a natural wildlife refuge. “Sea 
and wildlife is in danger of 
extinction.” 
“I want to know what safety 
precautions have been taken,” 
said Giampaoli. “I don’t wanna 
be poisoned by fallout or 
pushed into the ocean. You are 
the only ones we can go to for 
help.” 
Other speakers who urged a 
halt to the bomb were Greg 
Fearon, student body vice pres­ 
ident at College of Marin; Ar­ 
thur Lisch of Novato, Party of 
the People of Marin; and Bar­ 
bara Bloomquist, who said she 
represents Another Mother for 
Peace. 


In moving for a halt to the 
test, Womum said he can cer­ 
tainly see possibility of danger 
in view of reports of nerve gas 
being disposed of underground 
and fallout damaging and kill­ 
ing livestock. “I think this is 
playing Russian roulette with 
our environment.” 
Arrigoni added that the gov­ 
ernment should provide the 
county with a report on the 
environmental impact of the 
Amchitka blast, if such a study 
has been made. 
The antibomb delegation of 
about 20 applauded the resolu­ 
tion by the supervisors.

Bridge yesterday while a 
bridge employee watched. 
The California Highway Pa­ 
trol said Rhey Bartlett, 32, 
stopped his car in a northbound 
lane at about 2 p.m. and scaled 
the railing while a painter, Wil­ 
liam Gavery, watched. 
The body was recovered a 
short time later by a fishing 
boat and taken to Fort Point, 
San Francisco.

cause of its harm to the envi­ 
ronment,” Gravel said in a 
statement after the Appellate 
decision. 


The unanimous, unsigned 
opinion by the three-judge court 
found that District Judge 
George L. Hart erred when he 
ruled in the government’s favor 
in a suit brought by seven 
conservation groups. They 
charged that the Atomic Ener­ 
gy Commission did not meet 
standards set by the National 
Environmental Policy Act when 
it evaluated the effects of the 
$190 million explosion. 


Critics claim the test could 
set off earthquakes, cause tidal 
waves in the Pacific and endan­ 
ger marine and wildlife. But 
the government, which ac­ 
knowledges that it would be too 
powerful for the Nevada test 
site, claims it would not harm 
the environment. 
The appeals court said Hart 
accepted the government’s ar­ 
gument that Congress’ appro­ 
priation of money to conduct 
the test constituted “a conclu­ 
sive determination” that the 
AEC had complied with all its 
obligations. 
Furthermore, it said his sum­ 
mary judgment against the con­ 
servationists erroneously shut 
off all lines of inquiry from 
opposing scientific opinion. The 
District Court should see to it 
that this line of inquiry contin­ 
ues, Tuesdays opinion said. 
It added that there were “un­ 
resolved questions of fact” that 
needed to be argued and that 
the district court’s action “was 
plainly inappropriate.” 
• Seven groups —the Sierra 
Club, Friends of the Earth, 
National Park and Conservator 
Association, the Wilderness So­ 
ciety, American Indian Affairs, 
Inc., 
SANE 
Inc. (Society 
Against Nuclear Explosions) 
and Amchitka Two —filed their 
suit here July 8. . 
Hart denied the motion for 
injunction Aug. 31 and the sev­ 
en groups appealed. 
The test, code-named Canni­ 
kin, is designed to test the 
Spartan missile warhead for 
the Safeguard antiballistic mis­ 
sile (ABM) system.

for negotiations to relax ten­ 
sions. An agreement was 
reached to maintain the status 
quo and negotiations then pro­ 
ceeded. 
Referring to Nixon’s state­ 
ment that the current era is one 
of negotiations, Chou said it 
was indeed “an era of negotia­ 
tions — and one of struggle by 
armed force. 
“As for us, we do not like 
armed struggle and we do not 
provoke others. Not only have 
we not gone to Long Island, we 
have not gone to Honolulu. 
Even with the U.S. Navy in the 
Taiwan Strait, we are for nego­ 
tiations.” 
History has taught China im­ 
portant lessons, Chou said. 
“If we are only prepared for 
negotiations without preparing 
against armed war, that is not 
good,” he said. 
“If a war is launched against 
China, what should we do?” 
How have we prepared? It may 
sound impossible to our friends, 
but we must think of it. 
“Suppose the Soviet army 
goes straight to the northern 
banks of the Yellow River, the 
Americans go to the southern 
banks of the Yangtze River, 
and Japan invades and occu­ 
pies Tsingtao to Shanghai and 
India joins in and invades Ti­ 
bet? 
“What should we do? We are 
ready. We must dig under­ 
ground tunnels, and this has 
been done in every big and 
small city. 
“Only when one dare» to en­ 
gage in war, can one negotiate, 
and if one wants peaceful nego­ 
tiations, he must be prepared 
against war. China has had no 
soldiers abroad, no overflights 
of anyone’s territory and no 
naval forces on anyone’s oceans 
or seas. We are holding on to 
our own territory and carrying 
out defensive measures.” 


Chou only briefly mentioned 
the United Nations situation, 
saying there had been no 
change from the Foreign Minis­ 
try statement issued Aug. 20- 
China firmly opposes two Chi­ 
nas, one China, one Taiwan; 
and any independent Taiwan. 
All were unacceptable, he said, 
and if anything the third even 
less so. 
Chou said, however, he hoped 
to see more Americans visiting 
China. “More and more have 
been com ing,” he said. 
“ Though Japanese visitors 
have been the most numerous, 
the number of Americans com­ 
ing should catch up with them 
in the 1970’s.”

meetings in the 1970-71 school 
year, and has missed nine of 11 
meetings held since July 1 in 
the present year. 
Thompson said there would 
be no valid reason for the 
board’s conservative coalition 
to move for Johnson’s ouster 
because of his politics. 
“How can he be a threat to 
those who disagree with him if 
ho never comes to board meet­ 
ings or functions as a trustee?” 
Thompson said. 
He said some trustees and the 
superintendent have for the 
past several months questioned 
whether Johnson, a musician in 
a San Francisco nightclub, is 
involved in a San Francisco 
entertainment business and at­ 
tends San Francisco State Col­ 
lege, and whether he was a 
resident of the Sausalito district 
and eligible to serve on the 
board. Johnson lived in Marin 
City when elected to the board 
in 1965, but moved out of that 
community last year. 
“We have been unable to 
determine where he actually 
lives and he has consistently 
refused to give his address to 
the superintendent or his fellow 
trustees,” Thompson said. 
“It is becoming increasingly 
difficult to find a place to leave 
notification of school board 
meetings for him. In fact, it has 
become a major project to find 
Johnson for anything.” 
According to Thompson, 
Johnson has been using the 
Sausalito School District office 
as his Sausalito mailing ad­ 
dress, a fact which the superin­ 
tendent confirmed. 
In addition to recall by the 
voters, a school district trustee 
can be removed from his post 
in two ways. He can be ousted 
if the county grand jury brings 
charges of misconduct or cor­ 
rupt behavior against him, ac­ 
cording to a county schools 
spokesman. 
Also, the state education code 
provides that a seat on a school 
board can be declared vacant if 
the board or the county superin­ 
tendent determines the seat 
holder has moved from the 
district or has failed to dis­ 
charge his duties for three con­ 
secutive months except if 
prevented from doing so by 
illness or authorized absence. 
Thompson said the school 
board had hesitated to oust 
Johnson for “some time, de­ 
spite his ridiculously poor 
record as a board member. We 
felt that to ask for the resigna­ 
tion of the only black member 
of the board would only intensi­ 
fy political and racial antago­ 
nisms in the district.” 
Thompson added, “Our dis­ 
trict faces many serious prob­ 
lems and we need board 
members who are willing to get 
in there and work for solutions. 
“Their political views are in­ 
consequential. Even some of 
the people who disagree violent­ 
ly with this board have shown 
they are vitally interested in 
what goes on in the district.” 
Johnson’s letter of resigna­ 
tion, delivered yesterday after­ 
noon to the superintendent, 
marked the second time he had 
quit. He first resigned in June 
of 1970 in the wake of the firing 
of black principal Sidney F. 
Walton Jr., the recall of two 
liberal trustees and the resigna­ 
tions of two moderate board 
members. 
Then, a week later at gradua­ 
tion exercises at Martin Luther 
King School, Johnson an­ 
nounced publicly that he had 
changed his mind. 
With the recalls and resigna­ 
tions, Johnson became the final 
surviving member of the school 
board which initiated integra­ 
tion in the district in 1965. 
Johnson’s letter to the board 
yesterday was a brief, one- 
sentence note, which read: “At 
this time I submit my resigna­ 
tion and extend many thanks 
and regards to all and the best 
of luck in your endeavors,”

General Relief Work Project Outlined 


Marin County supervisors 
yesterday approved the ground 
rules for a general relief work 
project, which will require able- 
bodied recipients of general re­ 
lief to show up for work or get 
off public aid. 


As a starter, the work project 
will be able to hire only five to 
10 persons, but county supervi­ 
sors asked County Administra­ 
tor John F. Barrows to look 
around for other work pro­ 
grams such as cleaning up wa­ 
ter district trails or parks. 
Assist. County Administrator 
Thomas F. Campanella report­ 
ed that the only county depart- 


raent where work crews can be 
handled is in the parks and 
recreation department. Be­ 
tween five and 10 men can be 
provided shovels, picks and 
wheelbarrows and engaged in 
cleanup and maintenance of 
county grounds and landscap­ 
ing. 


The supervisors appropriated 
$600 to buy the necessary hand 
tools to be used in the program. 
Under the ground rules ap­ 
proved, each person who re­ 
ceives general relief and is 
able-bodied must show up for 
county work four days each 
week. County general relief will 


be terminated if the recipient 
fails to show up without good 
cause. 
Campanella explained that 
the able-bodied recipients will 
get general relief in exchange 
for showing up for county work 
and doing what work is as­ 
signed. There will be no pay for 
the work itself. 


Since there will not be enough 
jobs for all general relief recipi­ 
ents, inequities could arise in 
the number of hours or days 
worked by the various recipi­ 
ents, Campanella explained. 
“Is there any way we can 
farm out the workers to the 


Marin Municipal Water Dis­ 
trict?” asked chairman Louis 
H. Baar. “They’ve got miles of 
trails that need cleaning up.” 
Deputy County Counsel 
Thomas H. Hendricks said he 
believes Marin will run into 
legal difficulties if it began 
farming out general relief 
workers to perform duties out­ 
side of county property. 


“Can't we enter into a joint 
powers agreement with the wa­ 
ter district?” asked Baar. 
Campanella said the water 
district is reluctant because of 
the problem of providing super­ 
vision for such workers. 


Why can’t park caretakers at 
McNears Beach or Paradise 
Park Beach take a few of these 
workers in town and put them 
to work, John F. Mclnnis want­ 
ed to know. 
The unions will insist on giv­ 
ing caretakers supervisory pay 
as soon as men are assigned 
under them, said Campanella. 
“In fact the Marin County Em­ 
ployees Association told me al­ 
ready they will ask for such 
supervisory pay.” 
“Get that in writing and I’ll 
have it headlined in the I-J,” 
snapped Mclnnis. He said the 
unions should cooperate in the 


county’s effort to reduce the 
cost of general relief. 
“Right on!” applauded Baar. 
The supervisors asked Hend­ 
ricks and Campanella to study 
all means of expanding the 
general relief work program 
and come back with more rec­ 
ommendations.

SACRAMENTO (UPD -T he 
Assembly, after an emotional 
debate punctuated with biblical 
quotations, flatly rejected yes­ 
terday a bill legalizing all 
forms of sexual conduct be­ 
tween consenting adults in pri­ 
vate. 
“The capital of this state is 
Sacramento—not Sodom and 
Gomorrah,” said Assemblyman 
Frank Lanterman, R-La Cana­ 
da, an opponent. 
Opponents contended homo­ 
sexuality is immoral and cited 
the Bible to make their point. 
Backers said it was time to get 
government out of the bedroom. 


The vote on the bill was 29-38. 
Forty-one votes were required 
for passage. Assemblyman Wil­ 
liam T. Bagley, R-San Rafael 
cast a yes vote. 
“I doubt there are many peo­ 
ple in this society who have not 
at one time engaged in some 
sexual conduct that is illegal,” 
said the author, Assemblyman 
Willie L. Brown Jr., D-San 
Francisco. 
“But maybe society has not 
caught up with the level of 
intelligence that is required for 
this measure.” 
Assemblyman E. Richard 
Barnes, R-San Diego, a former 
Navy chaplain, read from a 
large gold-embossed Bible and 
cited Leviticus, 18th chapter, 
22nd verse: “Thou shalt not lie 
with a man as with a woman. It 
is an abominjtion.” 
But Assemblyman John T. 
Knox, D-Richmond, said “the 
Bible can be used for a lot of 
purposes.” 
He said laws against homo­ 
sexuality “are not enforceable 
now and were not enforceable 
in the times of the writings of 


Timothy, Leviticus, St. Paul.” 
“Gay Power” leaders jour­ 
neyed to the state Capitol to 
lobby the measure prior to the 
floor debate. 
“The Bible says these people 
should be stoned to death. I 
don’t think any of us would go 
for that,” said Assemblyman 
John L. Burton, D-San Francis­ 
co, who noted many homosex­ 
uals live in his district. 
“These are people who get up 
in the morning, they breath air, 
they eat food, they pay taxes. 
They participate in society. 
They aren’t criminals. They’re 
people.” 
Assemblym an Robert H. 
Burke, R-Huntington Beach, 
said “I’m mighty ashamed of 
this body today. We’re saying, 
’Let’s elevate ourselves above 
God.’” 
He added “ homosexuality 
doesn’t serve any purpose 
whatsoever. It can be prevent­ 
ed.” 


“A government that has to 
live in people’s bedrooms can’t 
be defended and can’t be justi­ 
fied,” said Assemblyman John 
V asconcellos, D-San Jose. 
“These are questions for the 
individual and the church, not 
for the state. 
“Maybe it’s time the govern­ 
ment got out of people’s person­ 
al sex lives.” 
Assemblyman Mike Cullen, 
D-Long Beach, said “25 per 
cent of the police in Long Beach 
are engaged in looking through 
peepholes.” 


An opponent, Assemblyman 
Newton R. Russell, R-Tujunga, 
read from the Bible and said 
Sodom and Gomorrah “were 
destroyed because of their 
wickedness.” 
But Brown answered that the 
Bible also says women shall not 
wear red dresses. 
Brown said his bill would not 
affect laws against prostitution.

The county will continue to receive property tax revenue 
even if annexation takes place. Its income here is based on this 
year’s county tax rate of $2.89 per $100 assessed valuation. 
Tiburon will receive property tax income, if annexation takes 
place. Using this year’s city tax rate of 73.5 cents, Tiburon would 
receive the above income from the various communities in­ 
volved. 


Residents of Strawberry Pen­ 
insula will vote Oct. 19 on 
whether to annex its 1,006 acres 
to the City of Tiburon or remain 
part of unincorporated Marin. 
Separate elections will be 
held in the two areas east of 
Highway 101. The 268 acres 
north of Tiburon Boulevard, 
made up of Bel Air, Eagle Rock 
and Bayview Heights, are 
called Area I on the ballot. The 
738 acres south of Tiburon Bou­ 
levard, including Strawberry, 
are called Area II. 
A majority vote is required to 
annex either to Tiburon. About 
1,400 persons live in Bel Air- 
Eagle Rock-Bayview Heights 
and 2,800 live in Strawberry. 


If annexed, residents would 
pay higher property taxes. On a 
$40,000 home, for example, the 
increase would amount to $42 in 
Strawberry and $65 in the other 
areas. (See chart I) 
Tiburon would gain about 
$229,000 in income after deduct­ 
ing from new revenue the cost 
of service to the annexed areas. 


Marin County would lose 
about $283,000 in nonproperty 
tax revenue though it would 
continue to receive property tax 
income which is expected to 
total nearly $482,000 this year 
based on the current county tax 
rate of $2.89 per $100 assessed 
valuation. 
(Figures were furnished by 
the Marin County auditor’s of­ 
fice, the county assessor’s of­ 
fice and the State Board of 
Equalization.) 


If annexation is approved in 
both areas, Tiburon’s gross in­ 
come will rise $404,921 annually 
as the result of an additional 
$122,400 in property taxes (See 
Chart II) and $282,521 in nonpro­ 
perty taxes (See Chart III), 
such as sales tax, motor vehicle 
in-lieu fees, gasoline and ciga­ 
rette tax and liquor license 
fees. 
Against that gain would have 
to be charged the cost of prov­ 
iding services to the two areas, 
a cost estimated by City Mgr. 
Bert A. Balmer at $176,000, 
leaving a net gain of $228,921. 


Police protection is the larg­ 
est charge at a cost of about 
$75,000 a year, Balmer said. 
Tiburon now is served under 
contract with the sheriff’s de­ 
partment, but is organizing its 
own force which will begin op­ 
eration July 1. 
Although residents of the two 
areas last year were promised 
a police substation if annexa­ 
tion was approved, a recent 
study of the proposed police 
departm ent and subsequent 
recom m endations by Balm er 
have excluded the substation. 
No decision has been made yet 
by the city council. 
Other costs and estimates by 
Balmer are public works, $35,- 
000; street and drainage im­ 
provements, $40,000; planning 
staff, $12,000; parks and recrea­ 
tion, $5,000, and building inspec­ 
tor, $9,000. 
Marin County would continue 
to collect $481,948 (See Chart II)

Though exact comparison is 
impossible, if the cost of serv­ 
ices to the areas involved is 
about the same for the county 
as for the city, estimated at 
$176,000 by Balmer, then the net 
loss in revenue to the county 
would be $106,520. 
The Strawberry area includes 
the Town and Country Village 
Shopping Center and, although 
exact sales tax figures are diffi­ 
cult to compute, the State 
Board of Equalization esti­ 
mates about $88,000 comes from 
the center itself. 


A large hunk of the peninsula, 
the 126-acre Golden Gate Bap­ 
tist Theological Seminary, is 
exempt from taxation because 
it is an educational institution. 
Based on Tiburon’s current 
tax rate of 73.5 cents per $100 
assessed valuation, homeown­ 
ers property taxes wculd rise 


(See Chart I) $42 or $65 annually 
if annexation is approved. The 
areas would not go on the city 
tax rolls until July 1 and resi­ 
dents would not pay property 
taxes to Tiburon until Decem­ 
ber, 1972. 
Residents pay taxes to more 
than a dozen special assess­ 
ment districts, such as school, 
fire, sanitary, recreation. Of 
these, only one assessment can 
be eliminated by annexing to 
Tiburon: the county highway 
lighting district with a tax rate 
of 8.5 cents per $100 assessed 
valuation. There also is a possi­ 
bility that the Flood Control 
Zone III assessment, which af­ 
fects only the Strawberry area, 
could be eliminted through an­ 
nexation. It is 23.5 cents per 
$100 assessed valuation.

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Nixon Sets freeze Talk; 
House Approves Tax Cuts 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - 
President Nixon will announce 
his Phase II ecoiomic policy to 
follow the current 90-day wage- 
priee freeze in a nationwide 
radio and television address at 
7:30 p.m. tomorrow, the White 
House announced today. / 
Press Secretary Ronald L. 
Ziegler" in announcing the 
speech, declined to discuss any 
details of Nixon’s foilowup eco­ 
nomic program. 
The White House announce­ 
ment came only a few minutes 
after the House approved a 
$15.4 billion tax cut b® which 
would benefit both individuals 
and corporations over the next 
three years. It was a major 
point in the Nixon plan. * 
The President has indicated 
that his Phase II program will 
apply to the whole economy 
although it will concentrate on 
major industries and will be 
enforced by the government, 
probably by selective actions 
against flagrant violators. 
Nixon has also made it clear 
that profits will not be con­ 
trolled along with wages, prices 
and rents. 
The House passage of the tax 
measure, which now goes to the 
Senate came on an unrecorded 
voice vote. 
The bill was revised to tilt 
more heavily toward individual 
taxpayers, by the House Ways 
and Means Committee from the 
form originally proposed by 
Nixon. The administration 


bought the changes and House 
members approved the meas­ 
ure without further change. 
It calls for an increase effec­ 
tive this taxpaying year of $25 
per person, to $675, in the per­ 
sonal exemption for individuals 
on their tax returns. This would 
go up to $750 a person next 
year. 
The standard deduction for 
those not itemizing deductions 
also would go up to 13 per cent 
effective this year, to a maxi­ 
mum of $1,500, compared to 10 
per cent last year. This would 
rise to 20 per cent, to a maxi­ 
mum of $2,000 next year. The 7 
per cent auto excise tax also 
would be wiped out immediate­ 
ly. 
For business, the big item is 
a 7 per cent tax credit for 
equipment purchases retroac­ 
tive to last April 1. 
The bill now goes to the 
Senate where chairman Russell 
B. Long, D-La., promised to 
expedite hearings which begin 
Thursday. The bill is expected 
to reach the Senate floor late in 
the month, and several senators 
have served notice they will try 
:o increase the tax break for 
individuals. 
Organized labor still is push­ 
ing for more benefits in the tax 
bill for working people and 
tried to beat the measure on the 
House floor, calling it “ a giant 
raid on the federal Treasury” 
accruing to the benefit of big 
business. 


Angela's Arresting 
FBI Agent Testifies

The Federal Bureau of Inves­ 
tigation’s special agent who ar­ 
rested Angela Davis in New 
York City almost a year ago 
today testified how she was 
traced from Florida to New 
York. 
The agent, Lawrence J. Mon­ 
roe, was a witness at a pretrial 
hearing in Marin Superior 
Court in which Miss Davis’s 
attorneys are seeking to keep 
certain evidence from being 
presented at her trial because 
they say it was illegally seized. 
At issue today were the wig 
she was wearing and the purse 
she was carrying when she was 
arrested Oct. 13, 1970, in a New 
York motel. 
Agent Monroe told how infor­ 
mation from David Poindex­ 
ter’s mother led to Miss Davis’s 
arrest. 
Poindexter was with Miss Da­ 
vis when she was arrested. 
Monroe, however, was not 
queried nor did he testify how 
the FBI knew that Miss Davis 
was with Poindexter after she 
fled California following the 
Aug. 7 shoot-out at the Marin 
Civic Center. 
He said that Mrs. June Hun­ 
zinger of Chicago, Poindexter’s 
mother, told agents on Oct. 9, 


1970, that she had purchased a 
car for her son in Fort Lauder­ 
dale, Fla. Furthermore, she 
said that she had last seen her 
son in late September in Miami 
at an apartment there. 
With him, according to what 
Mrs. Hunzinger told agents, 
was a black woman named 
“ Ann Moore.” 
Monroe related today how 
agents got the license number 
of the Toyota purchased by 
Mrs. Hunzinger in Fort Lauder­ 
dale and also how a mechanic 
at the car agency identified 
from photos a woman accompa­ 
nying Poindexter as Miss Da­ 
vis. 
Although she and Poindexter 
were no longer at the Florida

A Spanish Draft

MADRID (UPD-A military 
commission Tuesday approved a 
draft law proposed by the gov­ 
ernment to the Spanish Cortes 
(parliament) which would drasti­ 
cally increase penalties for 
bombings and other such revolu­ 
tionary violence. 


The bill, drawn up following 
the court-martial in Burgos of 16 
Basque separatists in Decem­ 
ber, will need the approval of the 
Cortes before becoming law. 


The draft law provides only 
two penalties for terrorism, 
causing death, mutilation or 
serious injury—30-years impris­ 
onment or death.

Example 
New 
Nursing Career

Gail Moore of Marin General 
Hospital is an example of a new 
role the registered nurse can 
play in a hospital’s extended 
care services. 
As a clinical nurse specialist 
she works very closely with the 
patient and the patient’s fami­ 
ly, as needed, and with the 
doctors and other nurses. 
Gail, who lives in San Fran­ 
cisco, is still excited about her 
own job, which she has held 
since last February. 
“It’s getting paid to do what 
you want to do anyway,” she 
says, adding that the clinical 
nurse specialist can be closely 
involved with patient care and 
yet help work on innovations in 
care techniques, and assist in 
their teaching among the nurs­ 
ing staff. 
Gail, who especially likes 
working with babies and chil­ 
dren, is assigned to the matern­ 
ity and pediatric departments 
at Marin General, where she is 
involved with special cases. 
Just recently there were 
“premie” twins born at the 
hospital. It was quite a job for 
the mother to have two tiny 
ones at home, so Gail visited 
the parents and taught them 
both how best to feed the ba­ 
bies. 
“I often visit the home, when 
asked to come, and see what 
they have prepared to feed a 
child and offer suggestions on 
health care,” Gail explained. 
“It’s part of the care services 
that are free to those who need 
it.” 
FOR NEW babies with anom­ 
alies, Gail may visit the family 
to see if she can help them to 
accept the situation. Usually 
she just makes one visit, except 
with hematology patients. She 
tries to establish a continuing 
good relationship with them 
and their families because they 
will have to return to the hospi­ 
tal, where she will see them 
again. 
This kind of continuity with 
young patients and their fami­ 
lies helps ease their hospital 
experiences, Gail feels, and en­ 
ables co-operation that leads to 
better patient care.

Equality For 
Women: Long 
Fight Ahead 


Four panelists took on the 
tantalizing subject of men and 
women last night and agreed 
that women have a long way to 
go to win equality. They also 
agreed that men would benefit 
from women’s liberation from 
their crippling, stereotyped 
roles. 
Speaking in the series “Wom­ 
en: Past, Present and Future” 
at the College of Marin each 
panelist gave a personal assess­ 
ment of women’s place and* 
future place in the world. 
Elizabeth Smith, president of 
the Marin County Chapter of 
the National Organization for 
Women, termed herself a fem­ 
inist who wants “to see the 
walls between the sexes come 
down.” 
Women need to have econom­ 
ic, political and social rights 
equal to men’s, she said, 
“Women today are second class 
citizens.”

Pilots Pushing For 
Safer Airports 


By ARTHUR E. ROWSE 
WASHINGTON — The commercial airlines 
of this country have compiled a remarkable 
record for safety over the years. It shows that 
99.9999 per cent of all flights are completed 
each year without a fatality. 
But is that good enough? The pilots who 
guide these planes don’t believe so. Through 
their organization, the Air Line Pilots Asso­ 
ciation, they have been cam- 
--------------- 
paigning for tougher safety 
laws, stricter regulation by gov­ 
ernment agencies and greater 
public awareness of safety 
problems. 
On the day last June when 
American astronauts were 
landing on the moon, a spokes­ 
man for the association was 
presenting testimony to Con­ 
gress on another landing prob­ 
lem, 
the 
inadequacy 
of 
automatic airport landing de­ 
vices. 


JOHN J. O’DONNELL, presi­ 
dent of the association, present­ 
ed figures to show that more 
than 80 per cent of airport 
runways do not have the rudi­ 
mentary equipment necessary 
for safe flying at night or in bad 
weather. He said only 10 per 
cent of the airports had any 
instrument landing systems. 
Lighting equipment is also 
lacking, he said, with more 
than 80 per cent of airport 
runways without the proper 
lights to show the end of the 
runway or visual approach indi­ 
cators to show a pilot precisely 
where the runway boundaries 
are. 
The importance of these mat­ 
ters is clear in the statistics. 
Fifty-one of 58 landing crashes 
in the past 10 years occurred on 
approaches not equipped with 
instrument landing systems. 
Safety regulations governing 
landing conditions are also defi­ 
cient, according to the pilots. At 
hearings last month in New 
Haven, Conn., on a fatal crash 
there, one pilot said the Federal 
Aviation Administration had 
“stubbornly refused to recog­ 
nize” the weakness of its own 
regulations. 


THE PILOT said that at au­ 
thorized minimums, a pilot

would be allowed to land even 
though he could not see any­ 
thing. 
Also last month, the pilots 
organization released its annual 
survey of firefighting equip­ 
ment at airports throughout the 
country. It showed that only 25 
per cent of the airports came 
up to minimum recommended 
standards set by the FAA and 
the National Fire Protection 
Association. 
One fourth of the airports, the 
report said, had no fire or 
rescue equipment whatsoever 
on standby duty. Of these 129 
airports, 15 are served by jet 
aircraft. This was a slight im­ 
provement over the previous 
year when 146 airports fell into 
this category. 
Airports failing to meet mini­ 
mum standards are not all 
small ones in rural areas. They 
include some of the largest and 
busiest. Among them are Logan 
International Airport at Boston 
and others at Dallas, Pitts­ 
burgh, Chicago (Midway), Jack­ 
sonville, Las Vegas and 
Minneapolis. 
NINE STATES have no air­ 
ports meeting the FAA-NFPA 
recommendations. They are Ar­ 
kansas, Iowa, Kentucky, Louisi­ 
ana, Maine, Massachusetts, 
Nevada, North Dakota, South 
Dakota and Vermont. 
A new law passed last year, 
the Airport and Airway Devel­ 
opment Act, authorized the 
FAA to set minimum airport 
safety standards and withhold 
certification if they are not met 
by May 21, 1972. But final 
regulations have not been is­ 
sued, and a delay in that dead­ 
line is likely.

that there are physiological dif­ 
ferences between the sexes, but 
the question is are these relev- 
ent to behavior?” she re­ 
marked. 
She criticized Dr. Margaret 
Mead’s point in her Marin lec­ 
ture last week when Dr. Mead 
warned that women with weap­ 
ons could be extremely violent 
and dangerous. 
She “overcompensated” for 
women’s historical lack of vio­ 
lence, said Ms. Smith. 
“The theory of female ag­ 
gressiveness feeds the fear that 
women are unable to control 
their own emotions. The reality 
is that women have not waged 
the wars. Hiroshima was not a 
woman’s accomplishment,” she 
said. 
She also pointed out that the 
reverse view that women are 
by nature peacemakers is 
equally unrealistic. 
KAREN WELLS of San Fran­ 
cisco, a former wife who is now 
living in a Lesbian relationship, 
described her life in a male 
world. It’s rough to be outside 
the mainstream in this country, 
she said. In a Lesbian relation­ 
ship “two women suddenly 
have to struggle with the tradi­ 
tional roles. We know what it is 
to struggle to stand alone and 
free of limiting roles and male 
definitions of roles. 
“It’s a battle to try for bigger 
tilings than women are taught 
to hope for,” she said. 
Dr. William Scalapinio, Col­ 
lege of Marin sociologist and 
psychologist who has done mar­ 
riage counseling, said that “our 
very narrow definitions of the 
female have to be curtailed” 
and that such narrow defini­ 
tions of the male and female 
roles do not make for very open 
relationships. 
“And it’s time to teach our 
sons the value of tenderness 
and sensitivity . . . In counsel­ 
ing I see roles getting in the 
way.” 


SPEAKING AS a man in the 
women’s liberation movement, 
Arthur Padilla, a Manpower 
Administration representative 
with the U.S. Department of 
Labor and a member of NOW, 
said that be became interested 
in equality for women as a civil 
right and a human right. 
He pointed out that the rheto­ 
ric of discrimination against 
women is very similar to rheto­ 
ric used in discrimination 
against other minorities, and 
that in treatment women have 
minority status. 
“In my job I have seen bar­ 
riers set up against women and 
the development of young wom­ 
en stultified. To me that is a 
crime,” he stated. 
He said that the job market is 
difficult for women, although 
many have to support their 
families as the breadwinner. 
“IT TAKES A psychologically 
mature person to accept anoth­ 
er who is different as an 
equal,” he said. “The imma­ 
ture person uses stereotypes to 
define people. The concept of 
women as slaves forces men 
into machismo roles as slave 
holders. 
“For men women’s equality 
would give men the freedom to 
live without the fear of failure 
for providing” in his breadwin­ 
ner role. 
“Women also can be the best 
qualified person for the job if 
they are not crippled by the 
culture in growing up,” be said 
regarding the job market. 
He added that release from 
traditional male-female roles 
would release men to be more 
tender, sensitive and warm. 
HOW DO women gain equali­ 
ty? 
“It starts in the head of 
women,’ ’ said Karen Wells. 
“Your responsibility is to raise 
your own consciousness. Talk to 
someone in women’s liberation 
face to face. Get child care 
centers and support them. It 
doesn’t matter if they are gay

ot straight, as a woman you’ve 
got a tough row to hoe.” 
“I’m hopeful the law will 
legislate change in employment 
for women, said Padilla, “I 
hope it will also legislate 
change in attitudes.” 
“Some women say they are 
superior and don’t need equali­ 
ty,” remarked Elizabeth Smith. 
“That attitude comes out of 
hostility to the society. It takes 
a lot of looking inside yourself 
to see what notions you have, 
and once you see them, it’s 
growth. Growth is painful — 
and freeing.” 


She suggested women join 
talk groups of women to end the 
“games you play as women 
that are expected and part of 
your whole society.” She said 
that women need to change 
their own attitude inside and 
society’s outside. — BH.

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Housing Eased 


The Marin C unty Housing. 
Authority board last night io- 
creased the amount of income 
that applicants, may have and 
still remain eligible for low rent 
public housing and for the 
Leased Housing Program. 


.The action came at a special 
meeting at the Casa Nova hous­ 
ing project for the elderly in 
Novato where the board also 
endorsed a preliminary Novato 
housing policy prepared by the 
city’s Novato Housing Commit- 
tee. 
, 


After hearing a report by 
Shirley A. Williams, acting 
manager of leased housing, who 
said the admission limits had 
not been revised in three years 
although the cost of living went 
up,-the directors added about. 
$800 to each category. 


The admission limit was 
raised for a single person from 
$3,700 yearly income to $4,500; 
two persons to $4,900; three 
persons to $5,300; four persons 
to $5,700; five persons to $6,100 
and $300 and $400 increases for 
each additional person up to 10. 


The directors agreed to sup­ 
port the Novato Housing Com­ 
mittee which outlined its goals 
before an audience of about 40 
persons, mostly senior citizens 
living at Casa Nova. 


Jerry A. Cannon, committee 
cochairman, said Novato is fol­ 
lowing in the footsteps of other 
Marin cities by moving toward 
higher-cost housing. He said the 
committee supports the spread­ 
ing out of low and moderate- 
income housing in the city 
while it opposes bringing all 
low-cost housing in Marin to 
Novato. 
Cannon said housing should 
be provided for students when 
Indian Valley College opens and 
there should be a higher density 
of housing near the downtown 
area to preserve the hills and 
open space. 
He said Novato must provide 


housing for all types of people 
while preserving and maintain­ 
ing the existing stock of housing 
in the city. 


The directors approved a re­ 
vised budget, adding $2,000 to 
the present budget to cover five 
new employee positions until 
December and the cost of an­ 
other staff car. 


Executive Director Wallace 
K. Shepherd said that $2,000 
could cover the additional em­ 
ployees and a car because the 
Marin County Redevelopment 
Agency has partially taken over 
expenses the authority formerly 
had to pay, including 50 per 
cent of Shepherd’s salary. 


The positions that were added 
include a senior accounting as­ 
sistant, a tenant relations offi­ 
cer, two clerk-typists and a 
youth coordinator. 


In other action, the directors 
approved writing off delinquent 
rents amounting to about $6,000 
by welfare recepients who have 
vacated public housing. Mrs. 
Williams said it would take too 
much staff time to make collec­ 
tion worthwhile and that there 
is little hope the rents could be 
collected anyway. 


She said the authority still 
will pursue about $3,600 in* de­ 
linquent debts owed by em­ 
ployed persons. Shepherd added 
that he is working with the 
Marin Department of Social 
Services and the board of su­ 
pervisors to see that welfare 
money earmarked for rent is 
automatically spent for rent. 
Shepherd was also asked by 
the directors to find out what 
would be needed to make a 
building housing six small busi­ 
nesses in Marin City safe 
enough to pass a building in­ 
spection. Shepherd said the 
building, near Hayden’s Mar­ 
ket, was substandard because 
the county authorized its use on 
a temporary basis three years 
ago. 


WEB-FOOTED 
FRIENDS — 
PLEASE NOTE 


MONTEREY (UPD - It’s 
raining spider webs in this 
coastal community. 
Fragments of web have been 
dropping from the sky and 
clinging to bushes, trees and 
telephone wires. 
Zoologist John Davis of Car­ 
mel Valley said the airborne 
material appeared to be from 
a “local dispersal” of spiders 
that apparently spin balloon­ 
like webs and use them to float 
over the countryside. 


Birth O f Solar 
Flare Recorded 


WASHINGTON (UPI)-Space 
scientists have reported that 
America’s newest sunwatch sat­ 
ellite has photographed for the 
first time the birth of a gigantic 
solar flare. 
A National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration spokes­ 
man, describing the scientists as 
enthused over the development, 
compared the photography as 
the difference between hearing 
two cars crash and actually 
seeing the accident. 
Solar flares have direct effects 
on earth’s environment, weather 
and radio communications. 
The spokesman said the $28 
million satellite, orbiting Solar 
Observatory 7, also had sent 
back to earth the first photo­ 
graphs of solar “streamers” 
ever taken by a spacecraft. 
Solar streamers are mysterious 
rays in the faint outermost lay­ 
ers of the sun’s atmosphere. 


Nixon Seen 
In China 
This Year 


BUDAPEST, Hungary (UPD 
—The Peking correspondent of 
the official news agency MTI 
said today that President Nixon 
probably will arrive in commu­ 
nist China before the end of the 
year. 
Dones Baracs, the MTI Pe­ 
king correspondent, quoted “ob­ 
servers” in the Chinese capital. 
He reported them saying the 
forthcoming second visit of 
Henry A. Kissinger to China 
indicates “that Nixon will prob­ 
ably arrive in Peking before the 
end of the year.” 
Baracs said the visit of Nix­ 
on’s national security adviser to 
China “is a spectacular remind­ 
er that the settlement of rela­ 
tions between the United States 
and China is continuing.” 
Kissinger’s talks in Peking 
also indicate that the course of 
the Chinese foreign police hall­ 
marked by the Nixon invitation 
is still valid, the report said. 


UC Enrollment 
Figures Decline 


BERKELEY (UPI) - The 
University of California an­ 
nounced Tuesday that prelimi­ 
nary enrollment figures for eight 
campuses showed a drop of only 
595 students over last year. 
The figures showed 97,803 stu­ 
dents enrolled this year, com­ 
pared to a 1970 enrollment of 
98,398. Undergraduate enroll­ 
ment was 74,310 and graduate 
students numbered 23.493.

Controversial Sidewalk Ordinance 
Fails Sausalito Council Passage 


A controversial ordinance 
prohibiting any activity “unrea­ 
sonably” impeding pedestrian 
traffic on sidewalks and areas 
leading to businesses or other 
buildings failed last night to 
win approval from a four-mem­ 
ber Sausalito City Council 
which split over the issue. 


One councilman strongly op­ 
posing the measure vowed to be 
the first person arrested if the 
regulation becomes law. in or­ 
der to test its validity in the 
courts. 
Nearly two hours of discussion 
on the ordinance, which had 
been requested by the Sausalito 
Police Department, ended in a 
tie vote, with the council asking 
the city attorney to redefine the 
term “sidewalk” and present a 
revised draft at a future council 
meeting. 
Favoring the new ordinance 
were Councilmen Robin Sweeny 
and Earl F. Dunphy, while 
Councilman Wyman Hicks and 
Mayor Alexander Im lay op­ 
posed it, both for different rea­ 
sons. Councilman Stephen A. 
Fraser was absent. 
Police Capt. David Malkin 
said his department considered 
the proposed regulation neces­ 
sary because at present the 
police “have no tools to stop 
people from blocking the side­ 
walks or the steps.” 
City attorney Leland H. Jor­ 
dan said it was his opimon that 
an existing state statute cov­ 
ered some of the provisions of 
the sidewalk ordinance. But he 
said the district attorney's of­ 
fice has refused to prosecute 
sidewalk blocking cases from 
Sausalito saying it had “more 


important things to do.” If a 
city ordinance forbidding block­ 
ing of pedestrian traffic were 
passed, Jordan said that he, not' 
the district attorney, would 
prosecute violators. 
About 16 persons in the in­ 
tense, but polite audience, most 
of them young and many of 
them street ministers, rose to 
speak against the regulation. 
Almost all agreed that the ordi­ 
nance, as proposed, was too 
vague and could allow police to 
arrest “just about anyone.” 
The most stinging criticism 
came from Councilman Hicks 
who asked: “If I happen to be 
involved in an argument in 
front of The Tides bookstore 
and was blocking the sidewalk, 
could I be arrested under 
this?” 
“Yes, you could,” Jordan re­ 
plied.

tion of constitutional rights” 
and “an unbelievable thing to 
come up in 1971,” Hicks said if 
it is enacted he would “be the 
first one to be arrested, I prom­ 
ise you that. I simply cannot 
allow this kind of capricious­ 
ness to become a part of the 
laws of this city.” He drew 
rousing applause from the audi­ 
ence. 
One man said he thought the 
regulation was “legislation out 
of Nazi Germany” and “would 
add to the hostility of this town, 
and we have enough of that.” 
Others complained that the po­ 
lice would use it to harass 
people, particularly the young. 
One young street m inister 
said the proposed law reminded 
him of the chagrin of Jerusa­ 
lem city officials who com­ 
plained that supporters of 
“Jesus Christ were blocking the 
streets when Christ rode into 
that city on Palm Sunday. Oth­ 
ers said it was a “catch-all” 
and that anyone, including per­ 
sons standing in front of a 
residence, union pickets or peo­ 
ple crawling around looking for 
contact lenses, could be arrest­ 
ed under it. 
When asked, Jordan said 
prosecution of a misdemeanor 
violation of the law would cost 
the city about $100 if the person 
pleaded innocent and asked for 
a jury trial. Under the propos­ 
al, the first offense would be an 
infraction and the second a 
m isdem eanor. Sally Stanford 
said the city attorney was 
promoting the ordinance be­ 
cause it would bring him finan­ 
cial gain. 
Councilman Sweeny, after 


listening to the opposition, said 
most of the opponents had 
“ missed the point” of the pro­ 
posed rule. “It is not to hassle 
people or take away liberties, 
but to protect all people’s 
rights,” she said. 
She talked about her own 
experiences of being unable to 
pass because people blocking 
stairs or streets refused to 
move. 
“ In these cases my rights 
were being violated,” she said. 
“ I have had sufficiently bad 
experiences on the streets of 
my own community that I think 
something should be done. I 
feel our police officers have the 
discretion to use this.” 
Mayor Imlay concurred, but 
objected to the city attorney’s 
interpretation that sidewalks 
would include walkways in 
parks. “ Parks are for people to 
congregate, to get together,” he 
said. 
As the vote neared, Hicks 
asked the council to wait at 
least two weeks before acting 
on “such a drastic measure.” 
He said he will make himself 
available to the police depart­ 
ment during that time and will 
ask to be called to “any situa­ 
tion which would require en­ 
forcement of this ordinance.”

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Proposal 
On Courts 
Is Beaten 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A 
Senate Committee, heeding the 
advice of state Chief Justice 
Donald Wright and a major 
segment of the California legal 
e sta b lish m e n t, ea rly today 
killed omnibus legislation to 
create a single statewide trial 
court svstem. 


The controversial proposal, 
which would abolish justice and 
municipal courts and consoli­ 
date them into a new state- 
operated and financed superior 
court system, was defeated by 
a split voice vote in the Senate 
Judiciary Committee. 


Democrats cast the only audi­ 
ble votes for the proposal by 
Assemblyman James Hayes, R- 
Long Beach, while Republicans 
appeared to cast the opposition 
votes. 


C hairm an 
A lfred 
Song, 
D-Monterey Park, ruled the 
measure lacked sufficient votes 
in the 13-member committee 
for passage after a four-hour 
hearing. 


Outright defeat followed on 
the heels of rejection of a mo­ 
tion to send the package to a 
between sessions study by the 
legislature with a view toward 
drafting a new bill at the 1972 
session, which starts in four 
months. 


But Hayes insisted the issue 
had been “studied enough.” He 
told the committee, “the easy 
way out would be to take a 
duck and refer it to interim, but 
I submit to you it would not 
serve the needs of justice.” 


The opposition of California 
Supreme Court Chief Justice 
Donald Wright was relayed to 
the committee by Ralph Heps, 
executive officer of the state 
Judicial Council, which Wright 
heads. 
Kleps 
te stifie d 
it 
was 
Wright’s “personal conviction 
that this massive reorganiza­ 
tion should be held in commit­ 
tee” and studied along with a 
council-sponsored study of Cali­ 
fornia court reorganization. 
Basically, 
the Assembly- 
passed bill would have estab­ 
lished a uniform statewide 
superior court system for civil 
and criminal trials. Municipal 
court judges would be elevated 
to superior court judges while 
justice court judges would have 
become “ magistrates of the su­ 
perior court” and would try 
traffic, small claims and cer­ 
tain misdemeanor cases. 
The judicial council, com­ 
posed of judges, legislators and 
attorneys, would administer the 
system. Sheriff’s deputy court 
bailiffs would have been re­ 
placed by state marshals. 
Hayes, himself an attorney 
and form er m ember of the 
council, told the committee his 
bill would result in speedier 
trials, partly because of the 
elimination of duplicate mo­ 
tions by lawyers injustice, mu­ 
nicipal and superior courts. 
He said the opposition of var­ 
ious bar associations was based 
on economics. “When you cut 
down on the number of motions 
that attorneys make, you hit 
them right in the pocketbook,” 
he added. 
Hayes term ed the current 
trial court system a costly “tri­ 
headed monster” which needs 
“something more than band-aid 
remedies.” 
He estimated by switching to 
a statewide system the admin­ 
istration of justice would be 
more efficient, would save local 
property taxpayers $80 million 
a year and would cost the state 
a maximum of $20 million more 
than it currently pays for op­ 
eration of the courts. 
Heps told the committee the 
Judicial Council currently is 
sponsoring a study by a private 
research firm into overhauling 
and consolidating the courts. 
“The council decided that is 
makes no sense to go into 
something of this kind without 
laying some foundation,” he 
said. 
“There’s nothing to indicate 
that the state of California has 
the extra resources in the gen­ 
eral fund that will pickup the 
kind of costs that this program 
will contemplate,” Heps said. 
Other opposition witnesses, 
including representatives of the 
San Diego County Bar Associa­ 
tion, estimated the cost could 
rise as high as $350 million. 
But Hayes rejected this and 
reported that legislative Ana­ 
lyst A. Alan Post “has not been 
able to calculate figures like 
anything you’ve heard tonight. 
They’re grossly exaggerated. 
Presiding Judge Charles A. 
Loring of the Los Angeles 
County Superior Court said the 
legislation “will create an abso­ 
lute adm inistrative Franken­ 
stein” for Los Angeles courts

H ayes countered, “ th at 
county court administration is 
already a Frankenstein and it 
needs state help.”

Tonsils No Longer Taken Out 
Becuase They Fight Infection 


In the early 1930s, removal of tonsils and 
adenoids was a very common operation. The 
procedure was done mainly before the age of 
4, when the organs had attained maximum 
size. Fewer tonsillectomies and adenoidecto- 
mies are done today because we know that 
the structures enhance immunity. In addition, 
removal does not lessen the chance of devel­ 
oping respiratory infections. Furthermore, 
tonsils and adenoids are largest in early 
childhood and tend to shrink after puberty. 
WE ARE NOT implying that 
tonsils and adenoids never 
cause trouble. Acute tonsilitis, 
for example, common in chil­ 
dren and young adults, begins 
suddenly with sore throat, diffi­ 
culty in swallowing, fatigue and 
aching. The temperature may 
go up to 104 degrees Fahren­ 
heit. 
Rapid pulse, coated tongue 
and fetid breath coexist. The

tonsils are swollen, reddened 
and covered with yellowish 
white spots and purulent mate­ 
rial. Fever usually subsides 
within four to six days, sooner 
when antibiotics are given. 
THE ADENOIDS are located 
in the vault of the throat. When 
swollen, they block the back of 
the nose and interfere with 
talking. The enlarged lymphoid 
tissue may also press on the 
eustachian tube and by interfer­ 
ing with the regulation of air 
pressure in the middle ear may 
impair hearing. 
Chronic involvement usually 
follows recurrent attacks of 
acute tonsilitis. Removal is in­ 
dicated when recurrences have 
destroyed or damaged the tis­ 
sues. In these instances, tonsils 
merely harbor disease-produc­ 
ing microorganisms. 
THE CONCEPT of focal in­ 
fection was in vogue some 40 
years ago. The tonsils, adenoids 
and teeth were the main sus­ 
pects and removal was consid­ 
ered a cure for various diseases 
including rheum atic fever, 
Bright’s disease, epilepsy, ar­ 
thritis, -lethargy and asthma. 
We know now that in many 
instances this was pure specu­ 
lation.

Poisoning due to lead and 
other heavy metals. EDTA (e- 
dathamil calcium disodium) is 
a chelating agent. These com­ 
pounds bind and inactivate lead 
and other heavy metals and are 
used in the treatment of lead 
poisoning (plumbism). EDTA 
exchanges its calcium for lead 
and is then excreted via the 
kidneys. 
WORN-OUT’ HEART 
A.J.O. writes: What is meant 
by a worn-out heart? 
REPLY 
This is not a medical term, 
but it is most descriptive. I 
assume the heart is working 
under undue strain and is doing 
its best to maintain a normal 
output of blood.

When this stage is reached, the 
heart is beginning to fail; and 
unless bolstered with medicine 
and rest, it wears out. 


Assembly Demos Beat 
Environmental Bill 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) —Gov. 
Ronald Reagan upbraided As­ 
sembly Democrats today for 
resorting to “petty politics” in 
defeating his proposal for an 
environmental 
“superagency” 
opposed by conservationists. 


In the wake of the action 
killing the plan, the Republican 
governor eulogized it as a “pos­ 
itive approach to environmental 
protection” and “good govern­ 
ment.” 
The plan was sent back to 
committee Tuesday for further 
study on a motion by Assembly­ 
man 
Mike Cullen, 
D-Long 
Beach. The vote was on a 
straight party line, 41-27. 
It was the third reorganiza­ 
tion proposal lost by Reagan 
this year, but the two earlier 
ones were, in comparison, rela­ 
tively minor. 
“I am astounded,” said Re­ 
agan, “ that the Democrats 
would put petty politics above 
the recognized need to improve 
our fight to preserve and en­ 
hance California’s environ­ 
ment.“ 
The proposal would have con­ 
solidated state environmental 
agencies, including the state 
Water Resources and Air Re­ 
sources boards, under a new 
Department of Environmental 
protection. It would have also 
abolished the Environm ental 
Study Council and the W’ater 
Quality Advisory Committee. 
Reagan’s plan would have 
gone into effect today if the 
Assembly had not acted. 
The proposal was opposed by 
conservationists, who said it did 
not do enough; legislative Ana­ 
lyst A. Alan Post, who said it 
was “probably impossible to 
accomplish successfully,” and 
the Assembly Governmental 
Organization Committee, which 
contended in an 88-page study 
that it was “limited and super­ 
ficial.” 
Reagan said, “It is very re­ 
grettable that some Democratic 
legislators, who continually 
pose as protectors of the envi­ 
ronment until it comes time for 
them to take action instead of 
spouting rhetoric, put politics 
above the good of the public.” 
One of those leading the op­ 
position was Assemblyman Ed­ 
win L. Z’berg, D-Sacramento, a 
strong conservationist whose 
own massive environmental re­ 
organization plan is now before 
a Senate committee. 
Z’berg said, “Not only does 
this bill not do anything, it 
moves backward.” 
The Senate last week ap­ 
proved Reagan’s plan, but a 
negative vote by one house 


alone was enough to kill it. 
Assembly Republicans turned 
back a move Sept. 29 to refer it 
to interim study. Cullen acted, 
however, to have it reconsi­ 
dered 


The Assembly committee re­ 
port, prepared by a subcommit­ 
tee chaired by Cullen, said the 
Reagan proposal “fails entirely 
to address itself to such impor­ 
tant environmental problems as 
land use, noise pollution and 
pesticide contamination.” 


The study said the plan af­ 
fected only eight of 24 agencies 
concerned with the environ­ 
ment and concluded that it 
“fails to offer any substantial 
improvement in current state 
pollution control programs and 
may, in fact, be detrimental to 
certain existing environmental 
activities.” 


R eagan’s other reorganiza­ 
tion proposals dealt with two 
water quality control districts 
and the state board of Dry' 
Cleaners. He withdrew one and 
the other was killed' by the 
Senate.

Oil Firms 
Win Round 
On Pollution 


I-J Special Report 


SACRAMENTO - Bay Area 
smog officials have lost their 
campaign to charge fees for 
registration of industrial equip­ 
ment that was or might be a 
source of pollution. 


Opposition by oil companies to 
such fees has stalled a bill that 
also would hike permanently the 
maximum property tax rate of 
the Bay Area Air Pollution Con­ 
trol District. 


The bill, AB 517 by Assembly­ 
man John T. Knox, D-Richmond, 
would hike the rate from 1.3 to 2 
cents per $100 assessed valua­ 
tion. The assemblyman last year 
won passage of a bill providing 
the increase for only two years. 


A spokesman for Knox said 
that he had agreed to “compro­ 
mise” with the oil companies by 
amending the provision for the 
registration fees. The amend­ 
ment will assure prompt pas­ 
sage of the bill, now pending in 
the Senate Finance Committee, 
he said. 


The bill cleared the Assembly 
without difficulty, encountering 
opposition only after oil compa­ 
ny lobbyists noticed the registra­ 
tion

in 
Senate 
committee hearings.

Creek Access Work 
Rights Into Court > 


The Marin County Counsel’s 
office yesterday filed in superior 
court for permission for the 
Army Corps of Engineers to 
enter property along the next 
proposed phase of the Corte 
Madera Creek Flood 
Control 
Project. 
The petition, filed on behalf of 
the Marin County Flood Control 
and Water Conservation Dis­ 
trict, said that owners of 14 
parcels along the creek had not 
given the corps of engineers 
written approval to enter their 
property. 
Deputy County Counsel Joseph 
A. Forest said he didn’t believe 
the absence of the permission 
represented an organized pro­ 
test against the project, but he 
said such a protest could mater­ 
ialize. 
The next phase of the project 
is scheduled to run from 700 feet 
below Lagunitas Road in Ross to 
a bridge at Sir Francis Drake 
Boulevard, immediately south of 
the San Anselmo city limits. 
The corps needs access to the 
property for staking, measuring 
and appraisal purposes, and 
such access must be made avail­ 
able by Nov. 1 if the project is to 
remain on schedule, according 
to the petition. 
All property owners along the 
creek within the boundaries of 
the next phase were sent forms 


to return, and the owners of the 
14 parcels have failed to return 
them, Forest said. 1 
The matter was fcieing taken to 
court, he said, not because of 
organized 
opposition 
to 
the 
project, j>ut because of the “ur­

Precise Plan For Hilarità 
Housing Project Approved 


A precise development plan 
for reconstruction of the Hilari- 
ta Housing Project, a source of 
great controversy last year — 
has been approved in routine 
fashion by the Tiburon Plan­ 
ning Commission. 
Under plans endorsed Mon­ 
day by the panel, 112 units of 
low and moderate income hous­ 
ing would be built on the eight- 
acre site on Tiburon Boulevard 
near Reed School. 
Richard G. Arjo, director of 
community development, said 
the precise plan follows closely 
the master plan approved last 
June by the city council after a 
stormy series of hearings. 
Opposition to the project at 
that time centered around pop­ 
ulation density, concern over 
possible devaluation of nearby 
properties and fear of overload­ 
ing Reed School. 
Critics said the density — 14 
dwelling units per acre — was 
not in keeping with surrounding 
single family residential areas. 
Supporters said all 112 units 
were needed to make the 
project economically feasible. 
No opposition to the project 
arose Monday, Arjo said. 
The city council will consider 
the precise plans at 7:30 p.m. 
Oct. 26 at city hall. 
Present World War II housing 
on the site will be demolished to 
make room for the new apart­ 


ment units, being built by the 
Tiburon Ecumenical Associa­ 
tion, a coalition of churches. 
In other business, Arjo said 
the commission set three public 
hearings for Nov. 1: considera­ 
tion of prohibiting professional 
offices in residential areas; a 
recommendation to calculate 
height of buildings by feet rath­ 
er than by stories, and a pro­ 
posed amendment to the zoning 
ordinance regulating outdoor 
campfires. 
The commission also agreed 
to discuss two matters at a 
special meeting at 8 p.m. Oct. 
20 at city hall: the question of 
requiring developers to dedi­ 
cate land for parks and whether 
to require builders to submit 
plans for single-family resi­ 
dences to the design review 
board.

OAKLAND (UPI) — Concern over the painful 
wrist of slugger Boog Powell was the only cloud 
on the horizon for Baltimore’s American League 
champion Orioles today while they waited for the 
start of the World Series in Baltimore Saturday. 
“ Maybe the three days rest 
be picked up by even a fly ball, 
big Boog tried to bunt. 
will help Boog,” said Orioles 
manager Earl Weaver, who dis­ 
closed that Powell “almost pass­ 
ed out” at one point during the 
Orioles’ 5-3 victory over Oakland 
Tuesday that completed a three- 
game sweep of the American 
League playoffs for the third 
straight year. 


The romp over the A’s certain­ 
ly produced no other problems 
for Weaver, and the doughty 
little 
manager indicated 
he 
doesn’t 
worry 
much 
about 
whether the Giants or the Pir­ 
ates eventually win the National 
League flag. 


“ I’ve got four 20-game win­ 
ners,” Weaver pointed out, “and 
I can go either way against 
either the Giants or the Pirates. 


“One of those clubs has pitch­ 
ing (the Giants) and the other 
(the Pirates) hits,” said Weaver. 
“We’ll just wait and see how it 
comes out.” 
Suddenly remembering that 
the size of the World Series 
shares depends on the size of the 
crowds, Weaver amended his 
neutrality stance. 
“ Because you might say I’ve 
got mercenary motives,” he 
added with a grin, “I’d like to 
see the team with the biggest 
playoff ballpark win that play­ 
off.” 
Weaver professed not to know 
which team that is, which is like 
claiming he didn’t ‘know who 
bats next inning. It’s the Pirates. 
Powell, of course, is a worry. 
The big first baseman, who hit 
two homers in the second game 
of the playoffs, was obviously in 
pain as he swung on Tuesday — 
so much that in the eighth inning 
with a runner on third waiting to

Booters Need 
Insurance, Too 


THIS DAY IN SPORTS OUTSIDE ACTIVITIES 


Most people are very conscious of having 
enough car insurance. In fact, most of the 
reasonable people I know wouldn’t think of 
driving their cars around the block unless they 
were insured to the hilt against possible damage 
the car might do . . . and for which they could 
be liable. 
.........—--------------------- 
Yet many of the same people 
have no insurance on their 
boats. 
If you mention it, they say 
something vague like: “ the 
whole rig is only worth a couple 
of hundred bucks,” and dismiss 
the need to insure such an 
insignificant item. 
But a $100 boat can damage a 
$50,000 boat beyond repair. It 
can cause injuries to its passen­ 
gers which some jury might 
decide are worth $500,000 to the 
sufferers. And there is a dis­ 
turbing tendency to lump the 
owner of a $100 boat in the 
same millionaire class as the 
man with the $50,000 boat . . . 
and judgments often are hand­ 
ed out accordingly. 
The only protection, whether 
your boat is in the $100 class or 
the $50,000 bracket, is to be 
adequately covered by insur­ 
ance. And the word “ adequate” 
is very important whether your 
insurance is an “ outboard” pol­ 
icy or a “ yacht” policy. There 
is no blanket marine insurance. 
Be sure it’s adequate in that 
all possible risks are covered. 
Marine policies usually pay off 
only on losses as they are 
specified in the contract. 
Here are probably the two 
most important areas in which 
you should be covered: 


(a) As an owner you are 
responsible for the damage or 
personal injury caused by your 
boat, not only when you are 
aboard, but also if it is operated 
by a member of your family or 
by anyone else with your knowl­ 
edge and consent. 
(b) You are responsible for 
the safety of passengers on 
your boat. You must warn a 
passenger about a potentially 
dangerous condition aboard. If 
a passenger is hurt, and you 
are negligent, he can sue and 
most likely will collect. 
There is a wry saying among 
marine and admiralty lawyers: 
“ Today’s guest is tomorrow’s 
plaintiff.” 
Boat insurance is a big topic, 
with many facets which baffle 
most boaters. Here are some of 
the questions I ’ve been asked 
on this topic this summer: 


Q. How important is insur­ 
ance on one’s boat? 


A. Just as important as insur­ 
ance on your car. And it’s 
conceded that anyone who 
doesn’t have car insurance is 
either witless or irresponsible. 
Q. What’s the most important 
type of insurance? 
A. It's a toss-up between 
“ Hull” insurance which pro­ 
tects your investment and 
“ Protection and Indemnity.” 
The first is the same as colli­ 
sion insurance on your car, and 
the second the same as compre­ 
hensive personal injury and 
property damage. 


Q. Is there passenger insur­ 
ance? 
A. Very definitely, and you 
should get it. A passenger on 
your boat is your responsibility. 


Q. If I “finance” a boat with

a bank or finance company, 
what about insurance? 
A. I ’m sure the lending insti­ 
tution will insist on insurance 
covering perils to the hull to 
protect its interest in your boat. 
But it’s not likely to ask for 
other types of insurance be­ 
cause the bank or finance com­ 
pany can’t be expected to care 
whether you get sued. 


Q. Is there a standard form of 


insurance contract? 
A. Positively not. Boat insur­ 
ance varies to great extremes 
in coverage and cost. You have 
to shop around. Talk to a relia­ 
ble insurance broker. 


A. I have heard of an “all 


risks” policy. Is it the best? 
A. This is a form of hull 
insurance which includes other 
risks such as fire, theft, person­ 
al liability . . . almost any­ 
thing. But, although the policy 
says “ all,” read it very careful­ 
ly to make sure that everything 
you want is specified in writing. 
Anything not specifically men­ 
tioned is not covered. 


Q. Does boat insurance apply 


all year round? 


A. It’s whatever you buy. 
Generally coverage is provided 
only between specified dates 
written into the policy. 


Q. Are “group” rates avail­ 
able in boat insurance? 


A. Yes, write Boat Owners 
Association of the U.S. (Boat/ 
U.S.), 1028 Connecticut Ave., 
Washington, D.C. 20036. Ask for 
the “ Marine Insurance Pri­ 
mer.” Group rates do save 
money.

DETROIT (UPI)—When Alex

mine whether the outspoken for­ 
mer defensive tackle is violating 
his lingering contract through 
his outside writing activities. 
Since Karras was released on 
waivers by the National Football 
League club two weeks ago, he 
has started writing a column for 
the Detroit Free Press in addi­ 
tion to hosting a television show 
in Chicago. 
Lyall Smith, Lions public rela­ 
tions director, brought out the 
possible contract violation when 
asked why Karras had been 
denied use of the press box 
Sunday in connection with his 
work for the Free Press. 
“ Under terms of his con­ 
tract,” Smith said, “ We are to 
pay him this year and next in full 
($35,000 annually). If anyone un­ 
der contract wants his own 


television show or writes a 
press column they must ask our 
permission. I ’ve never been 
asked by Karras or by the 
paper for that permission. 
“ If the contract’s good for 
him, is it good for us?” said 
Smith. “ I don’t know. That’s the 
question our attorneys are look­ 
ing at now.” 
Smith said Karras had not 
asked for a press pass to Sun­ 
day’s game. However, Smith 
said George Puscas, executive 
sports editor of the newspaper, 
had informed him that Karras 
planned to use one of the paper’s 
passes. 
Puscas said he assumes Kar­ 
ras “ knows his contract.” 


Bus Not Filled Yet

decker bus for the San Francis­ 
co 49ers-Los Angeles Rams 
football game Sunday at Can­ 
dlestick Park. Interested per­ 
sons should get in touch with 
James King at Redwood Bank 
in San Rafael. 


“ As far as I ’m concerned, 
Karras is no longer playing foi 
the Lions,” he said. “ He is being 
paid money due to him, I don’t 
think he’s an employe for the 
Lions. He’s not performing any 
services. 


“ The only principle we would 
have involved here is if they’re 
going to try to tell us who we 
can use to cover the games,” 
Puscas added. “ It hasn’t come 
to that.” 


Karras has written two col­ 
umns for the Free Press so far. 
He also does a show for a 
Chicago television station prior 
to the telecasts of ABC’s Monday 
night football games as well as a 
radio show for a Detroit station. 
Smith said Karras had not 
asked for permission to do the 
broadcasting either, but said the 
Lions had not taken any action 
because of the activities. 
“ That’s something we’ve nev­ 
er seen or heard,” Smith said of 
the television program. 
Karras has been critical of the 
Lions’ management both before 
and after his release.

Variable Income 
Annuity Favored

Q. Please discuss to one of 
your forilcoming articles the 
advanUges and disadvanr 
tages If tax-sheltered annuity 
plans permitted under Section 
403b of th»IntemaLRevenue 
Code. — E^- 
A. For thosg readers who 
may not be familiar1 with this 
particaar section of the Inter­ 
nal Revenue Code it provides 
tax-defferred treatment for an­ 
nuity purchase plans adopted 
by public School systems and 
tax exempt \ganizati< ^ Un­ 
fortunately you failed to give 
me any personal informdjMjji or 
particulars on the annuity plan 
or plans you are considering. 
Basically there are two types 
of annuities which are included 
under the qualifications of Sec­ 
tion 403b, fixed or variable in­ 
come annuities. Since most 
workers are covered by Social 
Security, a fixed income-type 
pension plan, I would favor 
either a variable income plan 
or a combination, balanced in­ 
come plan. Regardless of which 
type of plan you are consider­ 
ing the advantages of deferring 
tax liability on a portion of your 
current salary are obvious. 
Because net premium re­ 
serves from variable annuities 
are invested in common and 
preferred stocks, the value of 
these funds varies in line with 
fluctuations yn the security in­ 
vestments. Thus income from a 
variable contract fluctuates, 
sometimes monthly, in accord­ 
ance with investment results. 
In the past, investment val­ 
ues have increased more or less 
in line with the rise in the cost 
of living. Although more recent­ 
ly the market has dropped in 
tjbe face of accelerating infla­ 
tion, over the long term these 
reversals tend to be counter­ 
balanced. 
Nonetheless, because of the 
flexible income characteristics 
of the variable contract, a com­ 
bination plan may be prefera­ 
ble particularly for the 
individual having only 10 to 15 
working years prior to retire­ 
ment. 


A fixed income annuity pro­ 
vides the annuitant with a de- 
pendable monthly pension, 
which, because it cannot be 
outlived, can be a source of 
considerable peace of mind. 
However, unlike income from a 
variable contract, this pension 
will not increase to accommo­ 
date inflation, nor will it de­ 
crease in response to bear 
markets. 


Stocks Hold 
In Moderate 
Trading 


NEW YORK (U PI) Stocks 
held on an even keel in moder­ 
ate trading today. 
After about two hours of trad­ 
ing, market averages pointed 
slightly lower, but advances 
narrowly edged declines, 524 to 
516, among the 1,428 issues on 
the tape. 
Oils, electronics, and selected 
glamor stocks were among the 
softest spots. Most other stock 
groups traded in narrowly 
mixed fashion, as did the day’s 
most active issues. 
Among the most active were 
Virginia Electric Power, un­ 
changed. Pan American World 
Airways off 1/8, and Arlen Real­ 
ty & Development 1/2 higher. 
Arlen looked for a big jump in 
earnings for the second quarter 
ended Aug. 31. 
Prices were slightly higher in 
moderate trading on the Ameri­ 
can Stock Exchange. 
Analysts said the cautious at­ 
titude among traders and inves­ 
tors reflected uncertainty about 
Phase Two of President Nixon’s 
economic program. The presi­ 
dent is expected to reveal de­ 
tails of his plan later this week. 
Among the Big Board’s weak­ 
est issues were Corning Glass 
down 34, Jack Eckard 2, Pola­ 
roid 24, Superior Oil 2, Gulf, 
Mobile & Ohio Railroad 1, IBM 
1 Vi and Electronic Data Sys­ 
tems 14.

inside the “barrel” rotates to build up 
uniform fertilizer pellets from seed particles 
and food elements. The plant will be 90 per 
cent remodeled by the time it reopens late 
this year. 


DETROIT (UPI)—Falling au­ 
tumn leaves signal that it’s 
time to give your automobile a 
pre-winter checkup to help get 
it through the coming ice and 
snow. 
Since the heart of any check­ 
up is an engine tuneup, garage 
and service station cash regis­ 
ters will be busy over the next 
few weeks. But they may play 
an even livelier tune if you 
don’t have the checkup. It’s 
more important now that strict­ 
er emission standards have re­ 
quired engine modifications and 
anti-pollution devices. Only a 
well-tuned car will give trouble- 
free service in cold weather. 
It’s also important from a gas 
mileage standpoint. Poor-run­ 
ning engines are inefficient as 
well as pollutant. 
If your car has traveled sev­ 


eral thousand miles since the 
last tune-up, new points and 
condenser in the distributor are 
in order and possibly, new 
spark plugs. Electronic ignition 
systems will eliminate the con­ 
ventional distributor and make 
new points unnecessary, but 
they will not be in widespread 
use for a few years. 
Check the distributor cap for 
possible cracks. A cracked cap 
can retard starting on a chill, 
dewy morning. Falling temper­ 
atures precipitate moisture 
which gets inside the cap. 
Also important is a thorough 
check of the exhaust system. 
You’ll be driving with windows 
closed mcst of the winter. A 
leaking exhaust system could 
result in deadly fumes seeping 
into the passenger compart­ 
ment. 


Then there’s the battery. Cold 
weather makes great demands 
on it. To turn over an icy 
engine requires far more bat­ 
tery power than starting during 
summer months. Records show 
that about 90 per cent of all 
wintertime service station calls 
for assistance involve “ no 
start” problems, usually result­ 
ing from a dead battery. If it is 
weak, replace it. You probably 
will save that much money in 
road and parking lot calls. 


Anti-freeze in the cooling sys­ 
tem should be checked. Since 
anti-freeze is used for both win­ 
ter and summer driving, most 
motorists leave it in all year. If 
the anti-freeze is two years old 
or older, it may need a booster, 
or a new shot of rust inhibitor. 
The safest bet is to put in fresh 
anti-freeze. 


Your tires should have a good 
thickness of tread. Winter 
months with rutted ice and 
heavy snow can be as hard on 
tires as hot summer driving.

By getting 91.5 per cent of the 
votes for president of South 
Vietnam in an election in which 
he was the only candidate, 
Nguyen Van Thieu has joined a 
distinguised company. 
Benito Mussolini showed the 
way when he won passage of 
Italian election laws which 
gave his appointees sole power 
to determine who should be 
nominated for office. A single 
slate of candidates — always 
headed by Mussolini — was 
then presented to the electo­ 
rate. And the dictator could 
point with pride to the near­ 
unanimity of his election. 


WHEN 
ADOLF 
HITLER 
gained one-man control of the 
government of Germany in 1934 
(although his Nazi party was a 
minority in the reichstag), he 
effectively combined appeal to 
his followers and terrorism of 
his opponents to win support of 
90 per cent of German voters in 
a plebiscite. From then on, 
elections in Hitler’s Germany 
were like those in Mussolini’s 
italy: a single slate of candi­ 
dates was presented. The voter 
could vote “ja” or leave the 
ballot blank. Hitler was proud 
to point to better than 90 per 
cent approval in each such 
“election.” 


Josef Stalin also used the 
same system. First he had to 
have some political opponents 
executed without trial. That 
done, he could have “elections” 
with no worries — the list of 
candidates having to be ap­ 
proved by a committee headed 
by Stalin. He had no trouble 
getting better than 90 per cent 
vote for the single list placed 
before the electors. 


WHAT WAS GOOD for Beni­ 
to, Adolf and Joe is equally 
good for Nguyen Van Thieu, as 
the week end election in South 
Vietnam proved. With no op­ 
position, an overwhelming ma­ 
jority is a cinch — particularly 
when the sole candidate con­ 
trols all the election machin­ 
ery. 
Nobody that we ever heard of 
ever won a real election with 
91.5 per cent vote. When Frank­ 
lin Delano Roosevelt was at the 
pinnacle of his popularity in 
this country, he got over 60 per 
cent of the 1936 popular vote for 
President (that was the year 
when Alf Landon carried only 
Maine and Vermont.) That was 
an overwhelming majority — in 
a free election. 
THE IRONY of the Vietnam 
situation is that the United 
States helped Thieu get to the 
top in the first place, while 
declaring that one of our major 
purposes in that ill-starred 
country was to assure free 
democratic processes. 
Bringing a “truly representa­ 
tive government into power 
was an aim of the U.S. when it 
became involved in the ouster 
(and assassination) of Ngo Dhin 
Diem — as President Nixon 
himself remarked recently. But 
the “truly representative” gov­ 
ernment turned out to be a 
dictatorship — much like that 
in North Vietnam to which we 
object. 
The 
Vietnamese 
election 
should provide the final proof 
that the United States has been 
misguided in its costly effort to 
Southeast Asia. There remains 
no reason to continue to shed 
American blood for a cause so 
patently lost.

IF YOU LIKE, you can see his whole 
campaign against the media (as current­ 
ly staffed) as a buildup to his job-seeking 
among them. He beat the New York 
Times over the head, and it came around 
to running his thoughts unedited on its 
opposite-editorial page — as if he did not 
get enough exposure in the news col­ 
umns. That is one way to answer his 
charges that the only opinion that gets 
printed is “radiclib" stuff out of the 
brows of East Coast pansies. 
That was an untruth when he first 
uttered it, because he conveniently ig­ 
nored the many other editorial outlets 
where the only opinion that gets printed 
is just as consistently his own kind. But it 
worked, and because it gave semi-official 
status to the prejudices of great crowds 
of other Americans, it created him a 
loyal audience of fans. So sometime in 
the future, when he sticks his press card 
in his golfing cap and goes calling on 
publishers, he will find many of them 
clamoring to print his wisdom. And those 
who don’t clamor can be blackjacked 
niftily with his old accusations about 
framing-up to keep red-blooded Ameri­ 
canism out of circulation. 
The subject arises now because the 
approach of the presidential campaign 
resurrects the question of whether Mr. 
Agnew’ will run again, and because after 
resting his speechwriters during the sum­ 
mer, he has renewed his headline hunt. 
Admittedly the headlines are not so big 
as they used to be, because it’s getting to 
be old stuff, but he still bags them, and 
he still knows that the more outrageously 
he phrases his occasionally respectable 
thoughts, the more prominent the play 
they will get. 


THE CAMPAIGN and the return of the 
roadshow are not unrelated. It would not 
be totally surprising to hear Agnew 
announce one day soon that he would not 
run again because he was going into 
nongovernmental punditry (also because 
he had a good contract and also had had 
a hint or two from across the alley at the 
White House). But it is more credible that 
he is setting himself up to go either way 
next year. 
By stepping up his oratory, Agnew 
virtually guarantees that he will be 
retained on the ticket as long as Mr. 
Nixon needs to cater to the right wing of 
his party. But by the same showmanship, 
he increases his star quality and market 
value in case the President decides he 
needs to pacify the progressives in his 
party by tapping someone like Virginia’s 
Gov. Linwood Holton. Certainly anyone 
as politically sensitive as Mr. Nixon 
would smooth the way for his current 
vice president to exit gracefully, making 
it appear his own choice whether it was 
or not. 
Agnew is not the only person who will 
be indignant at these suggestions. My 
colleagues far and wide are likely to 
resent my giving a modest plug to the 
professional prospects of one more inter­ 
loper, this one their sworn enemy. But 
consider, gentlemen, that the longer the 
vice president remains vice president, 
the better his actuarial chance of becom­ 
ing President. I promote him as a 
journalist out of pure patriotism.

And 
a year later, he was still dropping hints 
to prospective employers, as when he not 
only volunteered but demanded to do the 
editing of his remarks on a CBS news 
commentary show following a Nixon 
speech.

Parents Now Have 
To Educate Children 


I think Mr. Hugh M. Brown did pretty 
well in clearing up what one of your 
reporters found “mysterious” about the 
petition which was presented to the Mill 
Valley School Board in his letter appear­ 
ing in last night’s I-J (Sept. 30).

It seems that in the effort to utilize 
teaching concepts which they can label 
“modern, up to date, progressive,” etc., 
the schools have completely lost sight of 
the basic formula for constructing a 
sound educational foundation. The con­ 
cepts, themselves, are not entirely to 
blame, as properly applied, they could be 
entirely effective, but as the situation 
stands, they are resulting in confusion 
and frustration on the part of the children 
which has to result, eventually, in com­ 
plete loss of interest when a child has 
tried his very best and only gets more 
confused for his efforts. 
I’m sure there are many factors which 
have brought about the present situation, 
one of them being cuts in school budgets 
due to lack of funds. This is very 
discouraging since we are all aware of 
the constant increase in taxation that is 
called for to finance the school systems. 
The results that the taxpayers are pav­ 
ing more and more money for less and 
less education. Parents are having to 
undertake the job of educating their 
children themselves . . . Parents have 
always been and always will be a valua­ 
ble asset to the success of school-oriented 
programs, but I doubt that there are 
many parents who have the time or 
energy to continue channeling energies 
into PTA projects, etc., while having to 
simultaneously devote considerable time 
daily to actual teaching. I know I can’t.

Apartment Opponents Might 
Take Cue From Larkspur 


Corte Madera residents op­ 
posed to apartment buildings in 
their community might take a 
few lessons from their neigh­ 
bors in Larkspur. 
The case in point is the 630- 
unit Meadowsweet Station de­ 
velopment (labeled a row of 
barracks by one town official) 
east of Highway 101 and south 
of the H. H. Koch and Sons 
luggage plant. 
Urged on by homeowners’ 
groups, about 180 residents 
packed Granada School a cou­ 
ple weeks ago to voice their 
concerns to the town’s planning 
commission. 
Their objections — increases 
in traffic, population and taxes 
— were well taken but possibly 
not taken soon enough. 
THOSE 180 RESIDENTS, if 
they are to succeed in stopping 
the project, have many long 
hours of work ahead. They 
must show why the develop­ 
ment would be detrimental to 
their town instead of relying on 
a mass outpouring of simply 
“ we don’t like it.’’ 
As demonstrated in Larkspur, 
the time to stop — or at least 
forestall — a development is 
months before it is presented to 
town officials. 
Organized opposition to 
apartments in Larkspur took 
more than a few bloody noses 
fighting developers before com­ 
ing up with a means of control­ 
ling growth. 


Faced with a less than coop­ 
erative council (much like Corte 
Madera’s) the residents, spear­ 
headed by the Larkspur Town 
Meeting, demanded and re­ 
ceived a review of the city’s 
master plan. 


It was their argument, sup­ 
ported to some extent by facts 
and figures that no one knew 
the “ proper" esthetic and eco­ 
nomic population for Larkspur 
and that it was time to find out. 
WHAT THAT master plan re­ 
view will produce is anyone’s 
guess, but at least it has given 
the city a legal tool for refusing 
to consider large developments. 
It has also given the city an 
excuse to rezone certain prop­ 
erties from residential use to 
some other if the review so 
recommends. 
Already one large develop­ 
ment — the fortress-like struc­ 
ture for 600 persons atop Bon 
Air Hill — has been shelved 
until the master plan review on 
residential zones is undertaken. 
Another major project which 
has been shuffled over to the 
planning consultant is the Tis- 
cornia Estate’s development 
plan for its extensive holdings. 
Whether either one or both 
will be altered or abandoned as 
result of the master plan re­ 
view can’t be said, but at least 
development proposals aren't 
running rampant through city 
hall as they were a year ago.

The State of California man­ 
dates and helps finance an as­ 
sortment of schools for the 
academically backward; but a 
San Francisco high school for 
the academically excellent has 
been attacked in court as a 
case of illegal discrimination. 
Suit was filed last week by 
the Youth Law Center, an Of­ 
fice of Economic Opportunity 
agency, to force the San Fran­ 
cisco Board of Education to 
convert Lowell High School into 
a neighborhood comprehensive 
high school. 
Even since the 19th century, 
Lowell has been the high school 
for San Francisco’s top stu­ 
dents. It admits boys and girls 
from throughout the city on the 
basis of their academic scores. 
It is strictly an academic high 
school, preparing students for 
college, and has no vocational 
courses. 
This, claims the suit filed for 
the Youth Law Center, makes 
Lowell discriminatory. 
SP E C IA L SCHOOLS are 
provided under state law for 
mentally handicapped students, 
physically handicapped stu­ 
dents, and other types of “ ex­ 
ceptional 
students.” 
But 
“ exceptional’’ does not include 
exceptionally bright. 
These special schools receive 
special funding from the state. 
But there is no extra state 
funding for facilities for the 
brilliant students, the academi­ 
cally outstanding. Local school 
districts sometimes try to pro­ 
vide special programs for these 
students, but they must do so 
within their own financial struc­ 
ture — they get no extra money 
from the state. 
San Francisco has put extra 
funds into Lowell High School, 
making possible advanced sci­ 
ence, mathematics and lan­ 
guage courses that are not 


Oil Spill Removal 
Unit Prototype 
Is On Display 


SAN FRANCISCO (BW) - 
The shiny new prototype of an 
oil spill removal device, which 
resembles the paddlewheel of 
an old riverboat, went on dis­ 
play yesterday in San Francis­ 
co near famed Fisherman's 
Wharf. 
Called “ Clean Sweep” by its 
developer, Lockheed Missiles & 
Space Co. of Sunnyvale, the 
four-foot diameter, seven-foot 
long unit is mounted between 
the twin hulls of a catamaran. 
The Clean Sweep concept is a 
series of parallel metal discs 
joined by overlapping metal 
vanes set in slots around the 
outside edge of the “drum. ” 
As the unit rotates in a slick, 
oil is drawn into the drum and 
adheres to the sides of the 
discs. Wiper blades inside wipe 
oil from the discs. The oil runs 
into a central channel inside the 
unit’s axle and is pumped to 
storage.

Lowell with the best teachers, 
the most money, the newest 
and most sophisticated equip­ 
ment, facilities and resources 
and a wide variety of courses, 
teaching methods and academ­ 
ic opportunities available at no 
other high school.” 
Susanne Martinez, Youth Law 
Center attorney who filed the 
suit, said this setup denies 
equal opportunity for all stu­ 
dents in the city. 


THE ASSORTMENT of spe­ 
cial schools established under 
state law for less able learners 
provide special equipment, fa­ 
cilities and faculty to make it 
possible for these students to 
receive training that is not of­ 
fered in the ordinary compre­ 
hensive high school. 
Additionally, if suitable spe­ 
cial educational facilities for 
such students are not available 
in the local public school sys­ 
tem, the students may be sent 
to private schools and the state 
will pick up a major portion of 
their tuition, with the school 
district where they reside being 
required to pay the rest. 
The act goes even farther. It 
provides that, even though the 
county or school district has a 
special class for the particular 
type of handicapped student, he 
may be sent to a private school 
— at public expense — if it is 
determined that the class is not 
adequate for his needs. 


THUS, THE STATE already 
is paying tuition at private 
schools for physically and men­ 
tally handicapped and “ excep­ 
tional” students for whom it 
also is providing special public 
schools — and this without any 
“ voucher system.” 
If, however, a local high 
school fails to offer sufficiently 
advanced courses for a very 
bright student, the parents in 
most cases must either “ make 
do” with what the school has or 
send the child to a private 
school at their own expense. 
An exception is in San Fran­ 
cisco, where advanced courses 
tailored for the top students are 
provided at Lowell High. But 
that, say the OEO layers, is 
illegal discrimination.

uphill, and were inspired by a 
poem by the late French poet, 
Albert Camus. 
In one case, it was an event 
such as the devastating earth­ 
quake in the Yugoslavian city 
of Skopje some years ago that 
inspired a highly angular and 
attenuated death figure formed 
of crusty, rock-and-stone com­ 
pound. 
In her most compelling work, 
it is the quality of fierceness 
th at 
is 
so 
arrestin g . 
She 
achieves this effect by use of 
tiny, white, saw -toother sea 
shells as teeth and eyes for her 
figures. Or by the use of rail­ 
road spikes which pierce the 
“ Great Southern” diety. 
M rs. M cChesney’s favorite 


m aterial is lightweight concrete 
which she pours in large pieces 
and then carves with a knife or 
axe, “depending upon how long 
the work takes and how hard 
the block has become” — and 
which she likes because this 
m aterial is so suitable for out­ 
door placement. 


On occasion, however, a spe­ 
cial find or a gift will combine 
into a new product, as when 
musician Lu Watters presented 
her with an anchor chain and 
her husband, painter Robert 
McChesney, found a long piece 
of redwood, with both gifts end­ 
ing up as a carved saxophone 
player . . . with an anklet of 
chain. 


Mrs. McChesney also is a 
writer — short stories, mystery 
novels and an art book which 
will be published in 1972. Some 
of her ideas she records on tape 
while doing routine cutting or 
filing. 
There is no conflict for her in 
the two different media. “There 
is sort of a feedback — while 
my hands are working, I am 
thinking, ” she says.
